Transcript  of  the  Proceedings  Authorizing  the 
Issuing  of  County  Bonds  of  the  County  of 
Vermilion,  in  the  State  of  Illinois,  in  the  Sum 
of  $1,500,000,  for  the  Purpose  of  Aiding  in  the 
Construction  of  Roads  and  Bridges  in  said 
County,  and  Official  Statement  in  Connection 
Therewith. 

The  said  proceedings  are  based  in 
general,  on  the  broad  powers  conferred 
upon  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  a  County 
by  an  Act  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the 
State  of  Illinois,  entitled,  “An  Act  to  Re¬ 
vise  the  Law  in  Relation  to  Counties/ ’  ap¬ 
proved  and  in  force,  March  31st,  1874,  with 
all  amendments  thereto,  and  in  particular, 
on  Sections  40  and  56  of  said  Act,  which 
read  as  follows,  to-wit : 

Section  40.  When  the  county  board  of 
any  county  shall  deem  it  necessary  to  issue 
county  bonds  to  enable  them  to  perform 
any  of  the  duties  imposed  upon  them  by 
law,  they  may,  by  an  order,  entered  of 
record,  specifying  the  amount  of  bonds  re¬ 
quired,  and  the  object  for  which  they  are 
to  be  issued,  submit  to  the  legal  voters  of 
their  county,  at  any  general  election,  the 
question  of  issuing  such  county  bonds. 
The  amount  of  the  bonds  so  issued  shall  not 
exceed,  including  the  then  existing  indebt- 


edness  of  the  county,  five  per  centum  on 
the  value  of  such  taxable  property  of  such 
county,  as  ascertained  by  the  assessment 
for  the  State  and  county  tax  for  the  pre¬ 
ceding  year.  Said  vote  shall  be  by  ballot, 
on  which  shall  be  written  or  printed  “For 
county  bonds/ ’  or  “Against  county 
bonds,”  and  if  a  majority  of  the  votes  at 
such  election  on  that  question  shall  be  ‘  ‘For 
county  bonds,”  such  county  board  shall 
be  authorized  to  issue  such  bonds  of  not 
less  than  twenty-five  dollars  ($25),  nor 
more  than  one  thousand  dollars  ($1,000) 
each,  payable  respectively,  in  not  less  than 
one,  nor  more  than  twenty  years,  with 
interest  payable  annually  or  semi-annually, 
at  the  rate  of  not  more  than  eight  per  cent, 
per  annum. 

Section  56.  Said  board  shall  have  power 
to  appropriate  funds  to  aid  in  the  construc¬ 
tion  of  roads  and  bridges  in  any  part  of  the 
county,  whenever  a  majority  of  the  whole 
Board  of  the  county  may  deem  it  proper 
and  expedient.

The  undersigned  committees,  representing  a 
large  number  of  taxpayers  of  Vermilion  County, 
Illinois,  respectfully  request  your  honorable  Body 
to  give  due  consideration  to  the  following  plan  for 
building  good,  hard  roads  in  this  county,  to-wit : 

That  this  Board,  at  the  next  general  election, 
submit  to  the  voters  of  this  county,  the  question  of 
issuing  twenty-year  four  or  five  per  cent,  bonds  of 
the  county  to  the  amount  of  $1,500,000,  or  such  an 
amount  as  this  Board  may  find  necessary,  for  the 
purpose  of  building  enough  good,  hard  roads,  on 
highways  to  be  selected  by  this  Board,  to  connect 
every  city  and  village  in  the  county  with  the  county 
seat,  and  with  each  other. 
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And  we  further  request  that  action  be  taken 
thereon  by  this  Board  at  this  or  an  early  subsequent 
meeting.

March  11th,  1914;  Board  of  Supervisors 
of  Vermilion  County,  Illinois,  met  in  regular 
session,  with  full  quorum  present.  The 
following  resolution  was  offered  to- wit : 

RESOLUTION 

Whereas,  Committees,  representing  a  large  num¬ 
ber  of  tax  payers  of  Vermilion  County,  Illinois, 
did,  at  the  September,  1913,  meeting  of  this 
Board,  request  this  Board  to  give  due  consider¬ 
ation  to  a  county  bond  issue  plan  for  the  build¬ 
ing  of  good,  hard  roads  in  this  county,  and  to 
take  action  thereon  at  an  early  subsequent 
meeting  ;  and

Whereas,  there  seems  to  be  a  very  strong  senti¬ 
ment  throughout  this  county  in  favor  of  submit¬ 
ting  to  the  voters  of  this  county  the  question 
of  issuing  twenty-year  -four  or  five  per  cent, 
bonds  of  the  county,  to  the  amount  of  one  million 
five  hundred  thousand  dollars  ($1,500,000),  or 
such  an  amount  as  this  Board  may  find  neces¬ 
sary  for  the  purpose  of  building  enough  good, 
hard  roads  on  highways  to  be  selected  by  this 
Board,  to  connect  practically  every  city  and 
village  in  the  county  with  the  county  seat,  and 
with  each  other  ;  and 

Whereas,  such  a  system  of  permanent  roads  will 
require  approximately,  at  least  two  north  and 
south  lines  across  the  county,  four  east  and  west

lines  across  the  county,  and  one  south-west  line 
to  connect  Danville,  Catlin  and  Fairmount, 
making  about  one  hundred  eighty  miles  in  all ; 
and 

Whereas,  if  such  a  proposition  is  submitted  to  the 
voters  of  this  county,  it  is  only  right  and  proper 
that  this  Board  should  give  to  such  voters 
beforehand  the  general  details  of  the  proposed 
plan,  to-wit :  The  amount  of  the  twenty-year 
bond  issue  to  be  voted  on  ;  the  rate  of  interest 
on  the  bonds  ;  the  amount  of  the  annual  pay¬ 
ments  ;  the  routes  of  the  roads  proposed  to  be 
built ;  the  division  of  such  road  mileage  into 
sections  for  construction  purposes  ;  the  general 
character  of  said  roads,  and  the  kinds  of 
material  to  be  used ;  therefore. 

Be  it  Resolved,  that  the  chairman  of  this  Board 
appoint  a  committee  of  five  members,  whose 
duty  it  shall  be  : 

To  consult  with  the  Illinois  State  Highway  Commis¬ 
sion  and  its  engineers,  relative  to  the  building  of 
said  system  of  roads;  to  select  the  roads  required 
to  complete  such  a  system  ;  to  go  over  the  pro¬ 
posed  routes  with  such  engineers  in  order  to 
determine  the  most  available  kinds  and 
character,  and  the  approximate  cost  of  the 
roads  proposed  to  be  built,  and  to  inspect  the 
old  bridges  to  ascertain  how  many  of  them  can 
be  utilized,  and  to  divide  up  all  of  said  road 
mileage  into  convenient  sections  to  permit  con¬ 
struction  to  be  carried  on  in  the  different  town¬ 
ships  at  the  same  time  and,  thereby,  to  expedite 
the  final  completion  of  the  entire  system  ;  to 
estimate  the  amount  of  the  twenty-year  bond 
issue  required  to  build  such  proposed  roads  ;  to 
fix  the  rate  of  interest  that  the  bonds  will  bear 
and  the  amount  of  the  annual  payments ;  to 
take  any  other  steps  necessary  to  carry  out  the 
purpose  of  this  resolution  ;  and  then  to  prepare 
for  submission  at  the  next  April  or  June  meet¬ 
ing  of  this  Board,  a  report  setting  forth  the 
proposed  hard  road  county  bond  issue  plan  in 
shape  for  submission  to  the  voters  of  this 
county  at  the  first  opportunity. 

Be  it  Further  Resolved,  that  the  chairman  of 
this  Board  and  the  County  Superintendent  of 
Highways  of  this  county  be  ex-officio  members 
of  such  committee.

Mr.  Jones  moved  that  consideration  of 
this  matter  be  postponed  until  10  o’clock 
tomorrow  morning,  and  the  motion  carried. 
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March  12th,  1914 ;  Board  of  Supervisors 
of  Vermilion  County,  Illinois,  met  in  regular 
session,  with  full  quorum  present. 

The  matter  of  the  resolution  offered  by 
Mr.  Jones  at  the  yesterday  morning  ses¬ 
sion,  and  which  was  postponed  until  10 
o’clock  this  morning  for  due  consideration, 
was  now  taken  up. 

Mr.  Jones  moved  the  adoption  of  the 
resolution. 

Mr.  Rowand  moved  that  the  matter  be 
deferred  until  the  April  meeting  of  this 
Board.  Mr.  Rowand’s  motion  was  lost. 

Mr.  Jones’  resolution  was  then  on 
motion1  adopted  by  the  Board. 

Thereupon,  the  chairman  in  compliance 
with  the  above  resolution,  appointed 
Messrs.  0.  M.  Jones,  J.  F.  VanAllen,  George 
M.  Wright,  John  A.  Green  and  Scott  John¬ 
ston  as  the  commiteee  asked  for  in  said 
resolution.

The  report  of  the  committee  on  the  pro¬ 
posed  county  bond  issue  for  building  hard 
roads  in  Vermilion  County,  Illinois,  was 


presented,  and  the  same  having  been  read, 
the  yeas  and  nays  .were  called  for.  The 
yeas  received  thirty  votes,  and  the  nays 
received  one  vote.  Messrs.  Atwood,  Baird, 
Basch,  Coe,  Creighton,  Dale,  Dudenhofer, 
Ellsworth,  Freeman,  Green,  Hahne,  F.  P. 
Johnson,  Scott  Johnston,  Jones,  Chas.  N. 
Knox,  Mills,  Moore,  Nelson.  Olmsted,  Plaut, 
Ray,  Ryan,  Smith,  Snyder,  Stormer,  Top- 
ham,  VanAllen,  Watson,  Wilson  and  Wright 
voted  in  the  affirmative,  and  Mr.  Parrish 
voted  in  the  negative. 

.  The  said  report  was  adopted  by  the 
Board,  and  is  as  follows,  to- wit : 

To  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  County  ^of  Ver¬ 
milion  and  State  of  Illinois : 

Your  committee  on  the  proposed  county  bond 
issue  for  building  permanent  hard  roads  in  Ver¬ 
milion  County,  Illinois,  after  giving  such  bond  issue 
due  consideration,  desires  to  make  the  following 
recommendation  and  report,  to-wit : 

1.  That  it  be  deemed  necessary,  proper  and 
expedient  to  appropriate  funds  to  aid  in  the  con¬ 
struction  of  roads  and  bridges  in  the  county,  and  to 
levy  and  assess  the  necessary  taxes  required  for 
such  purpose. 

2.  That  the  question  of  issuing  county  bonds 
for  such  purpose  be  submitted  to  a  vote  of  the 
people  at  the  general  election  in  November,  A.  D. 
1914. 

3.  That  the  amount  of  the  proposed  bond  issue 
for  building  the  roads  hereinafter  described,  be 
fixed  at  the  sum  of  $1,500,000.00. 

4.  That  the  rate  of  interest  on  such  bonds  be 
fixed  at  four  per  centum  per  annum,  payable  an¬ 
nually. 

5.  That  said  bonds  be  divided  into  twenty  equal 
installments,  one-twentieth  due  each  year. 

6.  That  a  direct  annual  tax  be  levied  each  year 
for  twenty  years  to  pay  off  such  bonds  and  the 
interest  thereon  in  twenty  years. 

7.  That  one-third  of  said  bonds  be  dated  June 
1st,  1915,  one-third  June  1st,  1916,  and  one-third 
June  1st,  1917. 

8.  That  the  amounts  of  the  annual  payments 
required  to  pay  off  the  principal  and  interest  of 
such  bonds  in  twenty  years,  be  fixed  as  follows, 
to-wit :

9.  That  the  roads  indicated  on  the  map  attached 
hereto,  marked  Exhibit  “A,”  and  made  a  part  of 
this  report,  and  as  described  on  a  sheet  attached 
hereto  and  marked  Exhibit  “B,,,  be  selected  for 
improving. 

10.  That  the  width  of  said  proposed  roads  be 
fixed  at  sixteen  feet,  to  be  constructed  as  follows, 
to-wit :  With  concrete  or  brick  centers  ten  feet 
wide,  with  gravel  or  rock  shoulders  three  feet  wide 
on  each  side. 

11.  That  the  approximate  cost  of  such  a  road 
with  concrete  center,  completed,  is  $8,100.00  per 
mile  ;  that  the  approximate  cost  of  such  a  road  with 
brick  center,  completed,  is  $12,500.00  per  mile. 

12.  That  the  following  indicated  portions  of 
such  proposed  roads  be  made  of  brick,  with  gravel 
or  stone  shoulders,  such  portions  being  described 
according  to  State  Aid  Road  Routes,  as  follows, 
to-wit : 

(a)  That  part  of  Route  No.  6,  lying  between 
the  south  limits  of  the  Village  of  Westville  and  the 
north  limits  of  the  City  of  Georgetown  ; 

(b)  That  part  of  Route  No.  2,  lying  south  of 
its  intersection  with  Route  No.  15  ; 

(c)  That  part  of  Route  No.  9,  lying  east  of  the 
east  limits  of  the  Village  of  Oakwood ; 

(d)  That  part  of  Route  No.  7,  lying  between 
the  west  limits  of  the  Village  of  Tilton  and  the  east 
limits  of  the  Village  of  Catlin  ; 

13.  That  the  remaining  portions  of  such  pro¬ 
posed  roads  be  made  of  concrete,  with  gravel  or 
stone  shoulders. 

14.  That  such  roads  be  so  improved  according 
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to  plans  and  specifications  approved  by  the  Illinois 
State  Highway  Commission. 

15.  That  the  old  bridges  be  used. 

16.  That  said  proposed  roads  be  divided  into 
the  sections  indicated  on  said  map,  and  hereinafter 
described  according  to  State  Aid  Road  Routes,  as 
follows,  to-wit : 

I.  Part  of  Routes  No.  13  and  No.  12 : 

(a)  Section  1 — The  east  half  of,  said  Route  No.  13. 

(b)  Section  2— The  west  half  of  said  Route  No.13, 
(except  one  mile  off  the  west  end  thereof), and 
also  the  three-fourths  of  a  mile  of  Route  No.  12 
lying  immediately  north  of  Route  No.  13. 

II.  Part  of  Routes  No.  15,  No.  1  and  No.  3 : 

(a)  Section  3 — That  part  of  Route  No.  15,  lying 
west  of  Route  No.  1. 

(b)  Section  4— That  part  of  Route  No.  15  lying 
east  of  Route  No.  1;  and  also  that  part  of  Route 
No.  1  lying  between  Route  No.  15  and  the  south 
limits  of  the  Village  of  Henning;  and  also  that 
part  of  Route  No.  3  lying  between  Route  No.  15 
and  the  south  limits  of  the  Village  of  Alvin. 

III.  Route  No.  9  : 

(a)  Section  5 — From  the  east  limits  of  the  Village 
of  Oakwood  to  the  east  end  of  Route  No.  9. 

(b)  Section  6 — From  the  west  limits  of  the  Vil¬ 
lage  of  Oakwood  to  the  west  end  of  Route  No. 
9  (except  the  west  two  miles  thereof),  and  also 
along  the  public  highway  from  the  Village  of 
Fithian,  in  a  northerly  direction  to  the  north 
line  of  the  Town  of  Oakwood. 

IV.  Part  of  Routes  No.  7,  No.  6a,  and  No.  16  : 

(a)  Section  7— From  the  west  limits  of  the  Vil¬ 
lage  of  Indianola  to  the  west  end  of  Route  No.  7. 

(b)  Section  8 — Beginning  at  the  east  limits  of  the 
Village  of  Indianola,  and  running  thence  along 
Route  No.  7  to  the  point  where  said  Route  No. 
7  turns  north  from  the  road,  commonly  known 
as  the  Indianola-Georgetown  Road,  thence 
along  said  Indianola-Georgetown  Road  to  the 
west  limits  of  the  City  of  Georgetown ;  and 
then  beginning  at  the  east  limits  of  the  City  of 
Georgetown,  at  the  west  end  of  said  Route  No. 
6a  and  running  thence  easterly  as  far  as  Route 
No.  6a  is  to  be  improved,  and  also  including  in 
said  Section  8,  any  part  of  Route  No.  16  to  be 
improved;  and  the  road  to  the  Yankee  Point 
Church  Corner. 

V.  Part  of  Routes  No.  7  and  No.  8 : 

(a)  Section  9 — That  part  of  Route  No.  7  lying 
between  the  westerly  limits  of  the  Village  of 
Tilton  and  the  easterly  limits  of  the  Village  of 
Catlin. 

(b)  Section  10— That  part  of  Route  No.  8  lying 
west  of  the  west  limits  of  the  Village  of  Catlin. 

VI.  Route  No.  2.  (Chicago  Road) : 

(a)  Section  11 — That  part  of  Route  No.  2  lying 
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north  of  the  north  limits  of  the  Village  of  Ross- 
ville. 

(b)  Section  12— That  part  of  Route  No.  2  lying 
between  the  south  limits  of  the  Village  of  Ross- 
ville  and  the  crossing  of  Route  No.  15. 

(c)  Section  13 — That  part  of  Route  No.  2  begin¬ 
ning  where  said  Route  No.  15  crosses  said  Route 
No.  2,  and  running  thence  south  to  the  point 
where  said  Route  No.  2  is  to  be  improved  by 
State  Aid  Funds. 

VII.  Route  No.  6.  (Chicago  Road)  : 

(a)  Section  14— That  part  of  Route  No.  6  lying 
between  the  south  limits  of  the  Village  of  West- 
ville  and  the  north  limits  of  the  City  of  George¬ 
town. 

(b)  Section  15 — That  part  of  Route  No.  6  lying 
south  of  the  south  limits  of  the  City  of  George¬ 
town. 

VIII.  Pait  of  Route  No.  11 : 

(a)  Section  16 — That  part  of  Route  No.  11  lying 
north  of  its  junction  with  Route  No.  15. 

IX.  Part  of  Routes  No.  12  and  No.  10  : 

(a)  Section  17 — Beginning  at  the  southern  limits 
of  the  Village  of  Armstrong  and  running  south¬ 
easterly  along  the  publie  highway  about  one 
mile,  thence  east  three-fourths  mile,  thence 
south  one  mile,  thence  east  one-quarter  mile, 
thence  south  three  and  one-half  miles,  thence 
easterly  to  the  Village  of  Collison,  and  thence 
along  said  Route  No.  10  to  the  north  limits  of 
the  Village  of  Oakwood. 

X.  Part  of  Routes  No.  19,  No.  18  and  No.  17  : 

(a)  Section  18— Beginning  at  the  south  limits  of 
the  Village  of  Oakwood  and  running  southerly 
along  said  Route  No.  IS  to  its  junction  with 
Route  No.  8 ;  then  beginning  at  the  north  end 
of  said  Route  No.  18,  and  running  thence  south 
along  said  Route  No.  18  to  the  north  limits  of 
the  Village  of  Sidell,  and  then  beginning  at 
Hastings  and  running  thence  south  two  miles 
along  Route  No.  17,  including  also  in  said  Sec¬ 
tion  18,  the  road  connecting  Jamaica  with  said 
Route  No.  18  to  the  C.  &  E.  I.  Railroad. 

17.  That  work  be  commenced  in  the  different 
sections  at  approximately  the  same  time  and  be 
carried  on  continuously,  so  far  as  practically  possi¬ 
ble,  until  all  work  is  completed. 

18.  That  the  following  described  portions  of 
said  roads  be  not  improved  until  after  the  remaining 
portions  of  said  roads  have  been  completed,  or  money 
for  improving  the  portions  hereinafter  described  is 
found  to  be  available,  and  that  said  portions  of  said 
roads,  as  hereinafter  described,  be  then  improved, 
if  there  is  money  available  for  such  purpose,  in  the 
following  order,  to-wit : 

1st.  That  part  of  Route  No.  2  lying  north  o£ 
Route  No.  13. 
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2nd.  That  part  of  Route  No.  6  lying  south  of 
the  Village  of  Ridgefarm. 

3rd.  That  part  of  Route  No.  9  lying  west  of  the 
Village  of  Fithian. 

4th.  That  part  of  Route  No.  13  lying  east  of 
the  Village  of  Cheneyville. 

5th.  That  part  of  Route  No.  11  lying  north  of 
the  Village  of  Rankin. 

6th.  That  part  of  Route  No.  8  lying  west  of 
the  Village  of  Fairmount. 

7th.  That  part  of  Route  No.  6a  lying  east  of 
the  City  of  Georgetown,  and  the  road  to  the  Yankee 
Point  Church  Corner. 

8th.  That  part  of  Route  No.  13  lying  west  of 
the  Village  of  Rankin. 

9th.  That  part  of  Route  No.  15  lying  east  of 
the  Village  of  Bismarck. 

10th.  That  part  of  Route  No.  16  to  be  improved. 

11th.  That  part  of  Route  No.  17  lying  south  of 
Hastings. 

19.  That  any  of  said  bond  issue  funds  remaining 
after  all  of  said  roads,  indicated  on  said  map,  have 
been  so  improved,  be  used  to  improve  in  the  same 
manner,  other  roads  to  be  selected  by  the  County 
Board.

The  following  resolution  was  introduced 
by  Mr.  0.  M.  Jones  : 

RESOLUTION 
Road  Improvement 

Whereas,  the  question  of  issuing  county  bonds  of 
the  County  of  Vermilion,  in  the  State  of  Illinois, 
in  the  sum  of  $1,500,000,  for  the  purpose  of  aid¬ 
ing  in  the  construction  of  roads  and  bridges  in 
said  county,  was  duly  submitted  to  the  legal 
voters  of  said  county  at  the  general  election 
held  on  Tuesday,  the  3rd  day  of  November,  A.D. 
1914;  and 

Whereas,  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast  at  such 
election  on  said  question  was  “For  County 
Bonds,"  such  vote  for  said  bonds  being  also  a 
clear  majority  of  all  votes  cast  at  said  election; 
and 

Whereas,  it  now  becomes,  and  is,  the  duty  of  this 
Board  of  Supervisors  to  carry  out  the  will  of 
the  people,  as  expressed  by  said  vote,  by  issuing 
said  bonds  and  constructing  said  system  of  per¬ 
manent  hard  roads  in  strict  accordance  with 
the  provisions  and  the  intent  of  duly  adopted 
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resolutions  and  committee  report  of  this  Board; 
and 

Whereas,  it  is  the  desire  of  all  concerned  that  said 
system  of  roads  be  very  carefully  and  properly 
constructed  without  delay,  therefore 

Be  it  Resolved,  that  a  committee,  consisting  of 
five  members  of  the  Board  be  appointed  by  the 
chairman  ;  that,  in  addition  to  said  five  mem¬ 
bers,  the  chairman  of  the  Board  and  the  County 
Superintendent  of  Highways  be  ex-officio  mem¬ 
bers  of  said  Committee  ;  that  the  name  of  said 
Committee  be  “Road  Improvement  Commit¬ 
tee and  that  the  powers  and  duties  of  said 
Committee  shall  be  : 

(1)  To  consult  with  the  Illinois  State  Highway 
Commission  and  its  engineers  with  reference 
to  the  building  of  said  system  of  permanent 
hard  roads  in  said  county  ; 

(2)  To  make  arrangements  to  begin  at  once,  and 
to  complete  a  careful  survey  of  said  system  of 
roads ; 

(3)  To  employ  a  competent  civil  engineer,  who 
has  had  practical  road  building  experience,  to 
superintend  the  field  and  construction  work 
of  surveying  and  building  said  system  of  roads  ; 

(4)  To  employ  other  competent  civil  engineers 
who  have  had  practical  road  building  experience, 
and  necessary  chainmen  and  assistants  to  form 
the  surveying  crews  which  will  be  required  to 
complete  said  survey  of  said  system  of  roads  in 
time  to  have  plans  and  specifications  prepared 
for  submission  to  this  Board  at  its  March,  A.  D. 
1915,  meeting,  in  order  that  the  actual  work  of 
constructing  said  roads  may  be  started  as  soon 
as  weather  conditions  will  permit  in  1915  ; 

(5)  To  cause  to  be  prepared  plans  and  specifica¬ 
tions  for  each  section  of  the  roads  to  be  im¬ 
proved,  making  separate  provisions  for  concrete 
centers  and  brick  centers,  said  plans  and  speci¬ 
fications  to  be  the  same  in  general  detail,  except 
where  changes  may  be  necessary  in  order  to 
make  said  separate  provisions,  all  of  which 
plans  and  specifications  shall  meet  with  the 
approval  of  the  Illinois  State  Highway  Com¬ 
mission  ; 

(6)  To  show  in  said  plans  and  specifications  for 
each  section,  the  parts,  if  any,  of  such  section, 
in  which  the  gravel  or  stone  in  the  old  roads  is 
to  be  used ; 

(7)  To  include  in  such  plans  and  specifications, 
wherever  a  bridge  is  necessary  and  there  is  no 
old  bridge  that  can  be  used,  plans  and  specifica¬ 
tions  for  a  new  one  ; 

(8)  To  employ  thoroughly  competent  and  reliable 
inspectors,  and  such  other  help  as  may  be 
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necessary  to  carry  on  said  work  in  a  proper  and 
expeditious  manner  ; 

(9)  To  act  with  the  County  Clerk  of  this  county 
in  getting  out  advertisements  for  the  sale  of 
said  bonds  and  instructions  to  bond  bidders  ; 

(10)  To  prepare  printed  blanks  on  which  prospec¬ 
tive  bond  buyers  shall  make  their  bids; 

(11)  To  act  with  said  County  Clerk  in  the  prepar¬ 
ation  of  a  duly  certified  transcript  of  the  pro¬ 
ceedings  leading  up  to  and  authorizing  the  issu¬ 
ing  of  said  bonds; 

(12)  To  prepare  statements  for  the  information  of 
bidders  for  said  bonds; 

(13)  To  have  said  transcript  and  said  statements 
printed  in  pamphlet  form  for  distribution  among 
prospective  bond  buyers; 

(14)  To  act  with  said  County  Clerk  in  getting  out 
advertisements  for  the  letting  of  contracts  for 
the  construction  of  said  roads  and  the  instruc¬ 
tions  to  bidders  for  said  contracts; 

(15)  To  prepare  printed  blanks  on  which  prospec¬ 
tive  contractors  shall  make  their  bids  for  the 
construction  of  said  roads; 

(16)  To  prepare  the  form  of  contract  and  bond 
that  successful  contractors  will  be  required  to 
enter  into; 

(17)  To  take,  when  this  board  is  not  in  session, 
such  action  as  may  be  necessary  to  carry  on 
said  work  without  delay  until  the  next  meeting 
of  this  Board; 

(18)  To  take  any  other  steps  which  may  be  neces¬ 
sary  to  carry  out  the  will  of  the  people  as  ex¬ 
pressed  by  their  said  vote;  and 

Be  It  Further  Resolved  that  the  County  Clerk 
and  said  Committee  be,  and  they  are  hereby, 
authorized  to  have  done  any  printing  necessary 
to  carry  out  the  purpose  of  this  Resolution,  and 

Be  It  Further  Resolved  that  the  County  Clerk 
and  said  Committee  be,  and  they  are  hereby, 
authorized,  empowered  and  directed  to  adver¬ 
tise,  over  the  official  signature  of  said  County 
Clerk,  that  sealed  bids  for  said  bonds  will  be 
received  by  said  County  Clerk  in  his  official  ca¬ 
pacity,  until  two  o’clock  p.  m.,  on  Tuesday,  the 
9th  day  of  March,  A.  D.  1915,  when  said  bids  will 
be  opened  and  declared  in  open  session  of  this 
Board;  that  such  advertisement  be  made  by  pub¬ 
lishing  same  for  at  least  two  successive  weeks 
before  the  date  fixed  for  opening  said  bids, 
in  both  of  the  daily  papers  in  the  City  of  Dan¬ 
ville  and  in  the  Chicago  Herald,  published  in 
the  City  of  Chicago,  and  once  in  the  magazine

issue  of  said  bonds,  be,  and  such  direct  annual 
tax  is  hereby,  levied  upon  all  of  the  taxable 
property  in  said  County;  that  the  County  Clerk 
of  said  County  be,  and  he  is  hereby,  authorized, 
empowered  and  directed  to  add  each  year  to  the 
tax  rate  required  to  raise  taxes  for  other  pur¬ 
poses  for  that  year,  the  tax  rate  required  to 
produce  the  direct  annual  tax  hereinabove  pro¬ 
vided  for;  such  direct  annual  tax  must  each

21.  Vermilion  County  pays  its  obliga¬ 
tions  promptly.  The  County  within  the 
last  seven  years  remodeled  its  jail,  at  an 
expense  of  about  $11,000,  built  a  new  Alms

House  at  a  cost  of  about  $72,000,  and  built 
a  new  Court  House  at  a  cost  of  about 
$284,000;  and  all  of  these  buildings  have 
been  entirely  paid  for  out  of  the  general 
revenues  of  the  County,  without  issuing 
any  bonds.  In  1905,  the  County  issued 
$100,000  of  four  per  cent,  bonds,  payable 
serially  in  a  ten  year  series,  but  within 
three  years  from  that  date,  the  County, 
out  of  its  general  revenues,  had  paid  all  of 
its  running  expenses  and  laid  away  enough 
money  to  take  up,  and  it  did  then  buy  up 
and  cancel,  all  of  its  outstanding  bonds. 
Since  that  time  the  County  has  had  no 
bonded  indebtedness  of  any  kind.  The 
County  now  has  general  funds  available  to 
liquidate  all  of  its  current  expenses  and 
obligations  of  every  kind  and  leave  a  sur¬ 
plus  in  the  treasury.

Ten  Leading  Questions  and  Their  Authoritative  Answers 

1.  Where  are  the  roads  to  be  built? 

All  over  the  State  of  Illinois,  and  in  such  a  way 
as  to  form  a  network  which  will  connect  the 
principal  cities,  villages  and  intervening  com¬ 
munities.  The  State  has  prepared  a  map  which 
shows  the  approximate  location  of  each  road. 

2.  What  kind  of  roads  are  to  be  built? 

The  roads  must  be  built  under  State  inspection 
with  durable  hard-surfaced  roadways,  not  less  than 
ten  nor  more  than  eighteen  feet  wide,  which  will 
remain  in  GOOD  CONDITION,  with  low  reasonable 
maintenance  cost,  until  all  of  the  road  bonds  have 
matured.  All  standard  types  or  kinds  of  hard 
roads  will  be  used.  For  each  road  the  type 
selected  will  be  the  one  best  suited  to  the  traffic 
the  road  will  carry  and  to  the  use  and  cost  of 
local  materials  which  may  be  available.  In  most 
places  there  will  be  room  for  a  dirt  road  on  each 
side  of  the  paved  roadway.  If  one  of  these  roads 
has  already  been  properly  paved  by  a  County  or  by 
County  and  State,  jointly,  the  State  will  pay  back 
to  that  County  the  actual  cost  to  it  of  the  road  ac¬ 
cepted  and  used  by  the  State.  The  money  refunded 
must  be  used  by  the  County  for  permanent  road 
building  purposes. 

3.  How  will  the  roads  be  paid  for? 

By  the  automobile  owners  of  the  State  alone, 
and  this  without  imposing  license  fees  as  high  as  in 
many  of  the  States.  Sixty  million  dollars  of  3 %%, 
20-year,  serial  bonds  have  been  authorized  by  the 
road  bond  Law  and  these  bonds  will  be  entirely 
paid  for  out  of  the  Automobile  License  Fees.  To 
meet  the  requirements  of  our  Constitution  and  to 
make  the  provisions  for  the  payment  of  the  bonds 
irrepealable,  a  direct  tax  is  nominally  provided  for 
In  this  road  bond  Law,  but  the  Law  also  expressly 
provides  that  the  money  from  automobile  license 
fees  shall  first  be  used  to  pay  for  the  bonds  and 
interest  and  that  no  such  direct  tax  shall  ever  be 
collected  when  there  is  sufficient  money  Jn  this 
Automobile  License  Fund  to  make  such  payments. 

4.  Will  there  be  sufficient  money  in  this  Auto¬ 
mobile  License  Fund  to  make  these  road  bond 
payments? 

Yes.  The  Secretary  of  State  licensed  more  than 
340,000  automobiles  last  year.  Fees  from  this 
number  of  cars,  together  with  the  fees  from 
dealers,  chauffeurs  and  motorcycles,  will  be  suf¬ 
ficient,  without  counting  on  any  increase  in  the 
number  of  cars,  to  pay  the  entire  cost  of  these 
bonds  and  all  interest.  A  very  conservative  esti¬ 
mated  increase  for  the  next  seven  years,  in  the 
number  of  machines  used,  would  bring  up  the 
annual  income  from  automobiles  to  $6,000,000.00, 


a  sum  nearly  twice  as  large  as  that  required  for 
all  of  these  road  bond  payments. 

5.  When  will  the  roads  be  built? 

The  road  bond  Law  requires  the  State  to  cause 
the  bonds  to  be  issued  and  the  roads  to  be  con¬ 
structed  at  the  earliest  possible  time  consistent 
with  good  business  management  and  the  best  in¬ 
terest  and  advantage  of  the  people  of  the  State. 
This  Law  also  provides  that  reasonable  efforts 
shall  be  made  to  complete  the  entire  system  within 
five  years  after  the  first  construction  contracts 
are  awarded.  The  Department  of  Public  Works 
and  Buildings  will  start  the  surveys  and  the 
preparation  of  the  plans  immediately  after  the 
approval  of  the  bond  issue  by  the  people  in  order 
that  the  work  may  be  commenced  as  soon  as  the 
war  closes. 

6.  Why  should  every  taxpayer  vote  for  these 
road  bonds? 

Because  every  person  in  the  State  will  be  bene¬ 
fited  either  by  direct  or  by  indirect  use  of  the 
roads.  Moreover,  the  entire  cost  of  the  roads  will 
be  paid,  not  by  the  general  taxpayer,  but  by  the 
automobile  owners,  who  are  more  than  willing  that 
the  State  license  fees  which  they  pay  shall  be  used 
for  this  State-wide  system  of  permanent  roads 
which  will  mean  to  automobile  owners:  greatly 
decreased  wear  on  tires;  a  saving  of  oil  and  gas¬ 
oline;  smaller  depreciation  in  cars;  longer  and 
better  use  of  the  big  investment  in  machines; 
much  saving  of  time;  safer  traveling;  and  the 
avoidance  of  all  delays  from  mud  and  storm. 

7.  Why  and  when  must  the  vote  on  the  bonds 
be  taken? 

Our  Constitution  requires  that  such  a  question 
must  be  submitted  to  a  vote  of  the  people,  and 
the  road  bond  Law  provides  that  this  vote  shall  be 
taken  at  the  general  election  on  November  5th, 
1918,  and  receive  a  majority  of  all  votes  cast  at 
that  election  for  members  of  the  General  As¬ 
sembly. 

8.  If  the  people  approve  the  road  bond  Law 
next  November,  must  the  bonds  be  issued  and  the 
roads  be  built  immediately  after  the  vote? 

No.  The  bonds  are  to  be  issued  only  in  pay¬ 
ment  for  road  building  work  actually  done  and 
this  work  need  not  be  started  at  once.  The  Gov¬ 
ernor  of  the  State  controls  the  issuing  of  the 
bonds  and  the  beginning  of  the  work.  Governor 
Lowden  has  stated  unequivocally  that  he  will  not 
permit  the  sale  of  the  bonds  nor  the  commence¬ 
ment  of  the  work  until  after  the  war,  when  busi¬ 
ness  conditions  will  be  better  and  when  thousands 
of  men  will  be  needing  and  hunting  work. 

9.  If  the  war  is  still  going  on  next  November, 
should  I  vote  for  these  bonds? 

Yes,  by  all  means.  Such'a  vote  will  enable  the 
State  to  start  immediately  on  the  construction  of 
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the  bond  roads  when  the  war  ends,  furnish  em¬ 
ployment  for  our  returning  soldiers  and  give  us 
the  best  system  of  permanent  roads  in  America. 
If  the  people  do  not  approve  the  bonds  next 
November,  it  will  probably  be  many  years  before 
we  shall  have  another  such  an  opportunity  to 
secure  good  roads  for  Illinois.  Governor  Low- 
den  expressed  the  thought  of  every  serious 
minded  citizen  when  he  said:  “I  would  consider  it 
a  calamity  if  this  bond  issue  should  fail  to  receive 
the  approval  of  the  voters  next  November.” 

10.  What  will  the  voting  of  these  road  bonds 
and  the  building  of  these  roads  do  for  the  people 
of  our  State? 

It  will  give  the  people,  without  a  cent  of  in¬ 
crease  in  their  taxes,  an  unparalleled  hard  road 
system  which  can  be  used  every  day  in  the  year 
and  which  will  be  entirely  paid  for  out  of 
automobile  license  fees.  Laboring  men  will 
receive  millions  of  dollars  for  road  building  work. 
The  better  roads  will  help  the  farmer,  the  laborer, 
the  business  man,  and  the  housewife.  Such  a  good 
road  system  will  lower  the  cost  of  living,  help  our 
schools,  improve  social  conditions,  add  to  the 
attractiveness  of  both  farm  and  city  life,  increase 
land  values,  lead  to  enlarged  business  activities, 
and  wonderfully  promote  the  general  prosperity 
of  our  State.

Shall  an  Act  of  the  General  As¬ 
sembly  of  Illinois,  entitled,  “An  Act 
in  relation  to  the  construction  by  the 
State  of  Illinois  of  a  State-wide  sys¬ 
tem  of  durable  hard-surfaced  roads 
upon  public  highways  of  the  State 
and  the  provision  of  means  for  the 
payment  of  the  cost  thereof  by  an 
issue  of  bonds  of  the  State  of  Illi¬ 
nois,”  which,  in  substance,  provides 
for  construction  by  the  State,  acting 
through  its  Department  of  Public 
Works  and  Buildings,  subject  to  the 
Governor’s  approval,  of  a  State-wide 
system  of  hard  roads  on  routes 
described ;  for  control  and  mainte¬ 
nance,  and  for  conditional  compensa¬ 
tion  for  roads  already  paved ;  gives 
such  department  full  power  to  exe¬ 
cute  Act ;  authorizes  State  to  con¬ 
tract  a  debt  for  such  purpose  and 
to  issue  $60,000,000.00  of  serial 
bonds,  bearing  interest  annually  at 
not  to  exceed  4%  ;  appropriates  said 
sum  to  said  department ;  levies  a 
tax  sufficient  to  pay  said  interest 
annually,  as  it  shall  accrue,  and  to 
pay  off  said  bonds  within  20  years 
from  issuance,  but  provides  that  such 
payments  may  be  made  from  other 
sources  of  revenue  and  requires 
moneys  in  the  Motor  Vehicle  Law 
“Road  Fund”  to  be  first  used  for 
such  payments  and  such  direct  tax 
to  be  omitted  in  any  year  in  which 
sufficient  money  from  other  sources 
of  x’evenue  has  been  appropriated  to 
meet  such  payments  for  such  year ; 
provides  for  publication  and  for  sub¬ 
mission  to  the  people ;  makes  the 
provisions  for  payment  of  such  inter¬ 
est  and  bonds  irrepealable ;  and 
pledges  faith  of  State  to  the  making 
of  such  payments ;  go  into  full  force 
and  effect? 
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A  DISCUSSION 

On  the  Question  of  Roads  in  Vermilion  County, 
Between  Two  Representative  Tax  Payers, 

Mr.  John  Qlad  and  Mr.  Richara  Blue 

John:  Good  morning,  Richard;  I  have  just  returned 
from  a  visit  with  my  brother  in  Indiana,  and  I  was  cer¬ 
tainly  very  much  impressed  and  pleased  with  the  good 
'roads  they  have  in  that  State.  You  can  go  almost  any 
where  at  any  time  in  the  year,  and  have  good  roads  all 
the  time. 

Richard:  Yes,  I  have  been  over  some  of  those  roads 
and  they  certainly  are  fine  and  I  wish  we  had  some  as 
good  in  Illinois,  but  it  seems  to  be  impossible,  so  we  will 
have  to  be  content  to  wade  the  mud  or  stay  at  home  about 
four  months  in  the- year. 

John:  It  does  seem  so,  but  other  states  are  improving 
their  roads;  New  York  has  just  improved  her  highways 
to  the  extent  of  Fifty-five  Million  Dollars,  and  California 
has  a  complete  system  of  paved  roads  from  one  end  of 
the  state  to  the  other,  along  the  Pacific  Coast,  and  soon 
there  will  be  such  roads  extending  on  through  Oregon 
and  Washington.  Good  roads  conventions  are  being  held 
all  over  the  country;  there  is  a  strong  sentiment  through¬ 
out  the  country  in  favor  of  a  national  highway  being  built, 
at  government  expense,  from  the  Atlantic  to  the  Pacific. 
Good  roads  are  coming,  Richard,  no  mistake  about  that. 

Richard:  I  don’t  know  about  that;  it  would  bankrupt 
all  of  us  to  build  good  roads  in  Vermilion  County,  es¬ 
pecially  the  farmers — they  simply  could  not  afford  it;  it 
is  impossible;  just  think  what  it  would  cost,  and  the  fann¬ 
ers  would  have  to  bear  the  greater  burden  of  it. 

John:  Oh,  I  don’t  think  so,  it  isn’t  quite  so  bad  as  that, 
Richard.  I  wonder  how  much  we  are  spending  on  our 
roads  now,  and  how  much  it  would  cost  to  make  some 
good  roads. 

Richard:  We  spend  enough  as  it  is,  and  I  am  sure  we 
do  not  get  the  worth  of  our  money,  as  our  roads  are  cer¬ 
tainly  the  worst  ever  during  January,  February,  and 
March.  You  can’t  haul  anything  over  them,  no  chance 
to  haul  anything  to  market  when  you  have  plenty  of  time 
on  your  hands  and  prices  are  good.  I  don’t  know  how 
much  we  spend;  I  have  no  time  to  investigate  tax  matters; 
all  I  know  is,  that  they  are  too  high. 

John:  Do  you  know  how  many  miles  of  roads  there 
are  in  Vermilion  County? 

Richard:  No,  I  have  no  idea. 

John:  Our  State  Highway  Commission  reports  that 
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there  are  something  over  fifteen  hundred  and  fifty  miles 
of  roads  in  Vermilion  County. 

Richard:  Is  that  so.  I  did  not  suppose  that  we  had  so 
many  as  that. 

John:  How  much  do  you  suppose  we  spent  on  our  . 
roads  in  this  county  last  year? 

Richard:  I  can’t  say,  possibly  fifty  thousand  dollars, 
not  over  that. 

John:  Yes,  and  then  some.  Last  year  we  spent  over 
One  Hundred  Sixty-six  Thousand  Dollars  on  our  roads  in 
this  county  and  this  year  we  will  spend  over  Two  Hun¬ 
dred  Thousand  Dollars.  This  amount  was  not  county  tax, 
but  road  tax  in  the  various  townships  of  the  county. 

Richard:  You  don’t  mean  it;  why  that  averages  over 
One  Hundred  Dollars  per  mile  for  each  road  in  the  coun¬ 
ty;  our  roads  certainly  don’t  look  as  though  they  ought 
to  cost  that  much;  they  are  not  worth  it. 

John:  That  is  the  truth,  nevertheless,  and  the  amount 
can  be  easily  verified  by  the  tax  records  in  the  office  of 
Mr.  Dale,  our  County  Clerk. 

Richard:  I  certainly  would  not  have  believed  that  we 
were  spending  an  average  of  over  One  Hundred  Dollars 
per  mile  per  year  on  our  Vermilion  County  roads. 

John:  Nevertheless,  it  is  a  fact. 

Richard:  Why,  it  would  be  cheaper  and  better  policy, 
it  seems  to  me,  if  that  is  the  case,  to  build  some  perma¬ 
nent  roads. 

John:  I  believe  it  would  be  good  business  economy.  Do 
you  have  any  idea  how  much  we  have  spent  on  our  roads 
in  this  county  in  the  last  twelve  years? 

Richard:  No,  of  course,  I  can’t  even  guess.  I  never 
bother  myself  with  tax  matters,  except  to  pay  my  taxes; 
that  gives  me  plenty  of  bother. 

John:  Well,  the  records  show  that  we  have  spent  more 
than  One  Million  Five  Hundred  Thousand  Dollars  on  our 
roads  in  this  county  in  the  last  twelve  years. 

Richard:  That  seems  impossible.  There  must  be  some 
mistake. 

John:  The  records  in  the  County  Clerk’s  office  and  the 
State  Auditor’s  report  will  easily  prove  it  to  be  correct. 

Richard:  I  believe  I  had  better  take  more  interest  in 
our  road  tax  matters. 

John:  Do  you  know  how  many  miles  of  permanent 
roads  it  would  take  to  connect  every  town  in  the  county, 
that  is,  Danville,  Hoopeston,  Rossville,  Alvin,  Bismarck, 
Westville,  Georgetown,  Catlin,  Oakwood,  Muncie,  Fithian, 
Rankin,  East  Lynn,  Cheneyville,  Fairmount,  Ridgefarm, 
Indianola,  Sidell,  Allerton,  Jamaica,  Armstrong,  Potomac, 
Henning,  Collison  and  Jamesburg? 

Richard:  No,  I  never  thought  of  it,  but  I  know  one 
thing,  and  that  is,  it  is  an  impossibility  from  a  practical 
standpoint. 

John:  One  Hundred  Seventy  miles  of  roads  would  do 
it,  and  I  don’t  believe  it  is  impossible  either,  nor  imprac¬ 
ticable. 

Richard:  Man,  you  must  be  crazy!  Please  tell  me  how 
you  think  it  could  be  done. 
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John:  Issue  bonds  and  build  the  permanent  roads 
NOW,  so  that  WE  can  have  the  use  of  them  while  WE 

live. 

Richard:  \  es,  but  that  would  tax  us  into  bankruptcy. 

John:  We  could  issue  a  million  and  a  half  dollars  in 
bonds,  and  build  all  of  those  roads  at  once,  and  pay  off 
the  bonds  and  interest  in  twenty  years  and  not  necessari¬ 
ly  raise  the  county  tax  rate  as  it  is  now  fixed  by  law.  And 
that  would  be  outside  of  our  ordinary  road  taxes,  too,  so 
that  the  townships  could  cut  down  very  materially,  our 
road  taxes  and  still  have  enough  money  to  keep  up  our 
other  roads. 

Richard:  I  don’t  believe  it.  I  am  from  Missouri.  I 
will  have  to  be  shown.  Let’s  see  your  figures. 

John:  Do  you  know  what  rate  of  tax  the  County 
Board  is  allowed  to  levy  under  the  present  law? 

Richard:  Of  course  not;  I  am  not  a  lawyer. 

John:  Neither  am  I,  but  Mr.  Dale,  our  County  Clerk, 
tells  me,  that,  under  the  law  as  it  now  stands,  the  County 
Board  can  levy  seventy-five  cents  on  each  one  hundred 
dollars  assessed  value  of  property  in  the  county,  and  in 
fact,  have  been  doing  so  most  of  the  time  in  years  past. 

Richard:  How  much  money  will  that  produce? 

John:  The  assessed  value  of  the  property  in  this  coun¬ 
ty  at  this  time  is  about  Thirty-five  Million,  Seven  Hun¬ 
dred  Thousand  Dollars,  and  a  tax  rate  of  seventy-five 
cents  on  the  one  hundred  dollars  will  therefore  produce 
nearly  Two  Hundred  Sixty-eight  Thousand  Dollars  per 
year. 

Richard:  I  never  knew  that  before.  Well,  even  at  that, 
has  the  county  any  other  income,  and  how  much  does  it 
cost  to  run  the  ordinary  affairs  and  expenses  of  the  coun¬ 
ty?  There’s  the  rub. 

John:  The  county  has  an  income,  over  and  above  the 
tax  rate,  of  something  over  Thirty  Thousand  Dollars  from 
the  fees  taken  in  by  the  county  officials,  making  the  total 
income  of  the  county  about  Three  Hundred  Thousand 
Dollars  per  year  while  the  ordinary  expenses  of  the  county 
are  only  about  One  Hundred  Fifty  Thousand  Dollars  per 
year. 

Richard:  Is  that  the  truth? 

John:  The  records  of  the  county  will  show  it. 

Richard:  That  leaves  about  One  Hundred  Fifty  Thou¬ 
sand  Dollars  surplus,  but  you  must  remember,  John,  that 
the  new  Court  House  will  have  to  be  paid  for,  and  further¬ 
more,  that  amount  of  surplus  would  never  take  care  of  a 
million  and  a  half  dollars  of  bonds  and  interest. 

John:  The  new  Court  House  will  be  paid  for  this  year 
without  any  debt  on  the  county. 

Richard:  Can  that  be  possible.  I  supposed  we  would 
be  several  years  paying  for  that. 

John:  No,  it  will  be  paid  for  this  year,  thus  giving  the 
county  a  new  Court  House,  and  new  County  Farm  build¬ 
ings,  without  any  debts. 

Richard:  Even  at  that,  One  Hundred  Fifty  Thousand 
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Dollars,  surplus,  would  not  take  care  of  a  million  and  a 
half  dollars  in  bonds. 

John:  Yes,  it  would,  just  figure  a  minute  and  see. 

Richard:  I  never  did  like  to  figure.  Let  me  see  your 
figures. 

John:  Well,  suppose  we  figure  five  per  cent  on  the 
bonds;  I  believe  they  can  be  easily  sold  with  that  rate 
of  interest,  or  even  less,  but  at  live  per  cent,  the  interest 
would  be  seventy-five  thousand  dollars,  the  first  year,  and 
we  could  pay  off  the  bonds  in  twenty  years  at  seventy- 
five  thousand  dollars  per  year  on  the  principal,  thus  re¬ 
ducing  the  interest  Thirty-seven  Hundred  and  Fifty  Dol¬ 
lars  each  year.  The  first  year  then  the  interest  would  be 
Seventy-five  Thousand  Dollars,  and  the  principal  of  the 
bonds,  due  that  year,  Seventy-five  Thousand  Dollars,  mak¬ 
ing  a  total  of  One  Hundred  Fifty  Thousand  Dollars  for 
the  first  and  most  expensive  year.  Now  you  can  see  this 
is  within  the  estimate. 

Richard:  The  amount,  I  see,  would  get  less  each  year. 
What  is  the  average  for  the  twenty  years? 

John:  The  average  annual  amount  necessary  to  pay  the 
bonds  and  interest  would  be  One  Hundred  Fourteen 
Thousand,  Three  Hundred  Seventy-five  Dollars  each 
year,  leaving  a  balance  of  Thirty-six  Thousand  Dollars 
over  and  above  the  ordinary  expenses  of  the  county,  for 
emergencies. 

Richard:  Why,  you  surprise  me;  that  don't  sound  so 
bad,  does  it.  I  never  would  have  believed  it.  According 
to  those  figures  we  could  build  permanent  roads  connect¬ 
ing  every  town  in  the  county,  at  once,  and  not  hurt  any¬ 
body,  and  such  roads  as  would  be  good  for  fifty  years. 

John:  That’s  the  idea  exactly. 

Richard:  Yes,  but  you  forgot  that  the  farmers  would 
have  to  carry  nearly  all  the  burden  of  this  tax. 

John:  Did  you  ever  make  an  estimate  of  what  propor¬ 
tion  of  the  taxes  of  this  county  is  paid  by  the  farm 
lands,  and  what  proportion  is  paid  by  the  cities,  railroads 
and  other  corporations? 

Richard:  No,  I  never  did,  but  the  farmers  pay  at  least 
eighty  per  cent  of  all  of  it. 

John:  That’s  a  bad  guess.  Right  there  you  are  mis¬ 
taken.  The  farm  lands  pay  less  than  one-half  the  taxes. 
The  records  prove  it.  Danville  Township,  alone,  pays 
almost  thirty  per  cent  of  all  the  taxes  in  the  county,  and 
would  therefore  pay  nearly  thirty  per  cent  of  these  bonds 
and  interest,  while  at  the  same  time  it  already  has  a  good 
portion  of  its  roads  improved  at  its  own  expense. 

Richard:  I  certainly  had  never  thought  of  it  in  that 
light.  That  looks  some  better.  How  much  would  that 
tax  average  per  acre  each  year? 

John:  The  average  cost  on  farm  lands  in  the  county, 
per  acre,  to  pay  off  the  bonds  and  interest,  is  a  little  less 
than  ten  cents  per  year. 

Richard:  If  that  is  true,  you  are  not  so  crazy  after  all. 
I’m  for  it.  I  certainly  w^ould  be  willing  to  pay  ten  cents 
an  acre,  each  year,  on  my  land,  to  have  permanent  hard 
roads  all  over  the  county,  into  every  community,  so  we 
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could  go  where  we  pleased,  when  we  pleased,  at  any  time 
in  the  year.  I  feel  sure  that  such  a  proposition  would 
carry  at  an  election  in  our  neighborhood.  When  do  they 
expect  to  vote  on  it? 

John:  I  don’t  know  whether  they  will  ever  vote  on  it 
or  not,  but  we  could  vote  on  it  in  November,  1914,  if  we 
could  get  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  call  the  election. 

Richard:  Well,  count  on  me.  I  will  see  our  supervisor 
right  away  and  ask  him  to  favor  it. 

John:  There  is  another  advantage  that  I  have  not 
spoken  of  before,  and  that  is  I  feel  sure  it  can  be  so  ar¬ 
ranged  that  the  Sta.te  Highway  Commission  will  take  all 
these  roads  off  our  hands  as  soon  as  they  are  built,  and 
thereafter  keep  them  in  repair  at  state  expense,  thus  re¬ 
lieving  the  county  of  the  expense  of  the  upkeep  of  these 
roads. 

Richard:  The  whole  proposition  looks  like  good  sense 
and  good  business  to  me.  I  am  for  it.  I  must  be  going. 
Good  day. 

John:  Good  day,  luck  to  you.  I  will  see  you  again. 
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Danville,  III.,  January  1,  1917. 


To  the  Honorable,  the  Road  Improvement  Committee  of  the  Board 
of  Supervisors,  Vermilion  County. 

Gentlemen : — 

Persistent  inquiries  during  the  past  few  months  for  information  on  the 
construction  of  Vermilion  County  Bond  Roads,  call  for  some  manner  of 
report  that  will,  in  concise  form,  answer  these  requests  instead  of  going  over 
the  subject  verbally  for  each  inquiry. 

It  will  be  recalled  that  the  Supreme  Court  decided  the  case  of  John 
Goodwine  vs.  the  County  of  Vermilion,  involving  the  validity  of  our  bond 
issue  on  December  22nd,  1915.  Between  August  1st,  the  date  of  my 
appointment  as  Superintending  Engineer,  and  that  date,  investigations 
were  made  co vering  special  relocations,  grade  crossings  on  bond  roads  and 
local  deposits  of  gravel.  Correspondence  was  had  with  the  railroads 
regarding  freight  rates,  and  with  the  stone,  gravel  and  brick  producers  of 
Indiana  and  Illinois,  regarding  cost  of  materials  for  bond  roads,  to  aid  in 
preparing  estimates  of  cost  and  to  furnish  information  to  bidders.  No 
large  amount  of  office  work  was  done  till  after  January  1st,  1916. 

About  that  date  a  full  force  of  engineers  was  employed  to  prepare  plans, 
profiles,  specifications  and  estimates  of  cost,  in  order  to  be  ready  with  all 
necessary  data  to  properly  inform  bidders  on  the  work.  The  engineering 
press  was  informed  of  the  date  on  which  these  plans,  etc.,  would  be  ready, 
and  as  scheduled,  approved  specifications  with  estimated  quantities  were 
mailed  on  February  15th,  to  over  200  contractors  who  had  inquired  for 
them  from  time  to  time. 

This  report  will  include  the  following  forms  used  by  our  engineer¬ 
ing  force:  Daily  work,  daily  cement,  weekly  labor,  weekly  material 
and  weekly  culvert  cost,  test  reports  on  cement,  brick,  stone  or  gravel  and 
sand,  all  properly  filled  out  as  of  the  date  shown.  Tabulations  of  bids  on 
cement,  of  bids  for  the  construction  of  our  bond  roads,  of  details  of  con¬ 
tractors’  outfits  on  each  of  the  nine  contracts,  of  tests  made  by  our  testing 
laboratory,  list  of  fences  moved  and  right  of  way  given  free  of  cost  by  farm¬ 
ers  and  of  pole  lines  moved  by  utility  companies  free  of  cost  to  the  county. 

Office. 

The  engineering  force,  which  was  gathered  early  in  January,  comprising 
the  engineers  of  division,  worked  up  the  estimates,  each  on  his  own  division 
and  checked  the  estimates  of  another  division.  All  end  areas  were  calcu¬ 
lated  by  the  use  of  the  planimeter,  from  cross-sections  made  every  100  feet, 
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and  the  cubical  contents  by  a  comptometer.  These  were  checked  by  slide 
rule;  all  operations  were  checked  at  least  once.  The  division  engineers 
were  called  together  frequently  and  instructed  in  their  duties  before 
going  into  the  field. 

Each  engineer  was  furnished  with  a  transit  equipped  with  level  bubble, 
level  rod,  steel  tapes,  thermometer,  scales,  a  set  of  sand  and  a  set  of  gravel 
screens,  field  books,  loose-leaf  note  books  and  such  other  supplies  as  he 
might  require.  A  record  of  instruments  and  supplies  received  by  each 
engineer,  was  filed  in  the  office  and  charged  against  him  till  their  return. 
The  bookkeeper  keeps  the  record  of  auditing  the  purchase  of  all  supplies ; 
prepares  all  vouchers  for  presentation  to  the  County  Auditor,  and  your 
committee  for  approval  and  payment.  The  Assistant  Engineer  receives, 
examines  and  files  all  reports.  A  careful  examination  of  the  daily  and 
weekly  reports  and  test  report  forms,  before  referred  to  and  hereto  attached, 
will  show  that  ample  provision  is  made  for  the  enforcing  of  the  terms  of  the 
specifications  and  contracts. 


Testing. 

All  cement  is  tested  by  the  Pittsburgh  Testing  Laboratory  under  con¬ 
tract  with  the  county.  Complete  tests  are  made  on  each  carload  in  accord¬ 
ance  with  Circular  No.  33,  U.  S.  Bureau  of  Standards.  The  company 
notifies  the  division  engineer  promptly  upon  the  acceptance  of  a  car  of 
cement.  Complete  test  reports  are  sent,  one  to  our  own  office,  and  one 
to  the  State  Highway  Engineer.  In  order  to  check  upon  their  tests,  sam¬ 
ples  from  each  tenth  car  are  submitted  by*  the  Division  Engineer  to  our 
own  laboratory.  In  addition,  the  State  Highway  Department  independ¬ 
ently  samples  and  tests  this  material.  All  sand  and  gravel  are  examined 
upon  receipt  by  the  Division  Engineer,  and  in  case  of  dispute  between  him 
and  the  contractor,  samples  are  sent  to  the  office  for  test.  The  crushed 
stone  received  is  tested  by  our  inspector  before  shipment,  and  941  cars 
were  so  tested  this  year. 

Tests  are  made  on  each  carload  of  paving  brick  received  on  the  work. 
The  brick  are  loaded  at  the  plant  by  the  brick  company  under  the  direction 
of  our  own  inspector,  who  also  selects  ten  samples  from  each  car  shipped. 
These  pieces  are  tested  separately  and  reports  are  made  to  the  State  High¬ 
way  Department  on  each  car,  and  a  copy  is  kept  in  our  own  files.  The 
brick  are  also  inspected  by  the  division  engineer  or  local  inspector  on  the 
job. 

Every  safeguard  known  to  the  engineering  profession  is  used  to 
insure  that  the  County  receives  the  best  possible  quality  of  material  of 
every  character  required  by  the  specifications  and  contract.

Blue  Printing. 

A  Buckeye  electric  blue  printing  machine,  42"  x  42",  affords  facility 
for  obtaining  necessary  copies  of  drawings.  One  complete  set  of  plans, 
profiles  and  cross  sections  of  the  166  miles  of  bond  road,  numbers  1,400 
pieces.  For  the  letting,  at  least  9,000  pieces  were  made.  Besides,  many 
prints  were  made  of  small  county  maps,  of  material  base  maps  and  of 
larger  scale  division  maps,  showing  the  various  railroad  sidings  in  the 
county  for  the  convenience  of  bidders,  material  and  machinery  men. 

Fence  Moving. 

The  State  Highway  Department  designs  require  approximately  a 
width  of  road  of  50  feet.  Our  Department  in  September,  1915,  commenced 
a  campaign  to  obtain  the  required  width,  with  the  result  that  on  Bond  and 
State  Aid  roads,  forty-seven  miles  of  fences  have  been  moved  from  two  to 
ten  feet,  and  to  the  farmers  of  Vermilion  County,  who  did  this  work,  must 
be  given  the  credit  of  doing  a  patriotic  act.  The  names  and  length  of 
fence  moved,  are  shown  in  detail.  There  is  appended  a  list .  of  those 
property  owners  who  in  addition  to  fence  moving,  gave  right  of  way  for 
relocation  of  roads  and  who  are  deserving  of  especial  mention.  It  must 
not  be  omitted  that  besides  giving  up  the  land  these  farmers  moved  the 
fences  themselves.  Too  much  credit  cannot  be  given  to  those  Supervisors 
and  Commissioners  of  Highways,  who  lead  this  movement.

Moving  Fences  State  Aid  Roads. 

While  state  aid  construction  is  handled  direct  by  the  State,  and  the 
full  details  of  fences  moved  are  not  at  hand,  mention  should  be  made  that 
on  the  Chicago  Road,  State  Aid,  Sections  B,  C,  D  and  E,  fences  have  all 
been  moved  back  about  five  feet  from  the  North  Fork  to  Rayville,  a  dis¬ 
tance  of  approximately  six  miles  and  special  mention  should  be  made  of 
U.  E.  and  J.  R.  Moore,  who  gave  right  of  way  fifty  or  more  feet  in  width 
for  one-half  mile;  Mr.  John  White,  who  gave  right  of  way  50  feet  wide  for 
one-quarter  mile,  and  in  addition  subscribed  money  to  purchase  other  right 
of  ways  for  relocations. 


Relocations  and  Cut-offs. 

A  small  tabulation  of  relocations,  of  five  different  roads  and  of  ten 
cut-offs  on  right  angle  corners,  which  were  given  by  the  respective  property 
owners,  in  order  to  ease  off  curves,  raise  the  road  above  highwater,  correct 
alignment  or  reduce  grades,  is  appended,  and  due  appreciation  shoiild  be 
given  to  those  who  so  generously  aided  us  by  giving  this  valuable  land  free 
of  charge  for  road  purposes. 

Besides  these,  the  excavation  of  13,000  cubic  yards  of  earth  on  a  half 
mile  of  highway  south  of  Georgetown  for  which  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
made  provision  at  the  December  meeting,  is  let  and  will  be  started  as  soon 
as  the  frost  is  out  of  the  ground.  The  total  excavation  on  this  improve¬ 
ment  will  reach  25,000  cubic  yards.  The  State  Highway  Department  is 
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now  preparing  plans  for  a  225-foot  bridge,  consisting  of  four  55-foot  clear 
spans,  reinforced  concrete,  at  this  point  to  replace  an  old  steel  bridge. 
This  relocation  will  eliminate  two  bad  grade  crossings.  The  estimated 
cost  of  the  improvement,  including  pavement,  is  $25,000.00.

As  previously  stated,  the  Division  Engineer  acts  as  inspector  of  the 
materials  and  workmanship  on  his  division.  The  Superintending  Engineer 
took  upon  himself  personally,  to  travel  over  the  work  in  every  division  at 
least  once  in  each  week,  and  as  much  oftener  as  occasion  demanded .  This 
involved  his  traveling  from  50  to  150  miles  each  favorable  day,  making  in 
order  to  accomplish  this  purpose,  over  14,000  miles  during  the  working 
season. 

The  Association  of  Portland  Cement  Manufacturers  furnished  a  resident 
inspector  with  a  Ford  runabout,  who  also  traveled  constantly  from  division 
to  division,  to  watch  the  work  for  the  Association. 

The  State  Highway  Department  also  furnished  a  resident  engineer  in 
charge  of  inspection  of  the  county  road  work,  who  also  constantly  traveled 
over  the  work  in  a  Ford  touring  car  inspecting  the  work  for  his  department. 
These  men  were  given  every  facility  by  our  engineers  to  examine  into  our 
methods  of  inspection  and  to  offer  suggestions  for  the  better  performance 
of  the  work.  This  constant  inspection  served  the  double  purpose  of  keep¬ 
ing  our  engineers  and  inspectors  keyed  up  to  the  desire  of  adhering  strictly 
to  the  specifications,  and  impressing  upon  the  contractor  the  necessity 
of  keeping  his  work  up  to  the  high  standard  required. 


Strikes. 

Strikes  occurred  in  June  at  the  plants  of  the  Chicago  Portland  Cement 
Company  and  the  Marquette  Cement  Manufacturing  Company  at  LaSalle, 
Illinois.  Without  delay  it  was  arranged  with  the  Universal  Portland  Ce- 
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ment  Company,  Chicago,  to  take  over  the  contract  of  the  Chicago  Portland 
Cement  Company ;  and  with  the  Continental  Portland  Cement  Company, 
St.  Louis,  Mo.,  to  take  over  the  contract  of  the  Danville  Lime  &  Cement 
Company,  who  were  furnishing  Marquette  Cement.  Our  contractors  were 
not  aware  of  these  strikes  till  after  the  changes  had  been  made,  and  no 
delay  was  experienced  by  any  of  them  on  account  of  these  strikes. 

Construction. 

Bids  on  57.09  miles  of  road,  comprising  Divisions  2,  5  and  7,  were  re¬ 
ceived  on  March  14th;  on  57.26  miles,  comprising  Divisions  1 , 4  and  9,  on 
March  15th;  on  56.2  miles,  comprising  Divisions  3,  6  and  8,  on  March  16th. 
Later,  Division  4  was  reduced  three  miles  in  length.  Contract  for  this 
three  miles  was  let  by  State  Highway  Department.  Awards  were  made 
on  March  17th.  Contracts  and  bonds  on  all  nine  divisions  were  approved 
by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  on  March  31st  and  by  the  State  Highway 
Engineer  and  State  Highway  Commission  on  April  7th.  Shipments  of 
machinery  and  material  were  made  well  within  the  ten-day  requirement  of 
the  contract,  and  actual  pouring  of  concrete  was  commenced  on  May  17th 
at  the  southern  corporate  limits  of  the  Village  of  Alvin,  Division  4.  All 
contractors  were  delayed  more  or  less,  by  the  difficulty  in  obtaining  iron 
and  steel  products.  Delays  in  delivery  of  other  materials  were  rare. 

The  heavy  rainfall  of  May  and  June  made  progress  slow  during  these 
months,  and  the  continued  dry  weather  and  heat  in  July,  August  and  Sep¬ 
tember  also  hindered  progress.  Divisions  Nos.  1,  8  and  9,  were  materially 
handicapped  by  lack  of  water  and  were  compelled  to  sink  wells.  Delays 
due  to  lack  of  labor  were  felt  by  all  and  materially  affected  the  amount  of 
work  done  during  the  year. 

Harding  and  Slattery,  contractors  Division  1,  sunk  one  well  125  feet, 
another  175  feet,  and  a  third  234  feet.  The  first  with  no  success,  the  other 
two  proved  satisfactory.  The  beginning  of  their  work  was  delayed  until 
August  28th,  but  notwithstanding  this  delay,  they  placed  4.41  miles  of 
pavement  before  the  close  of  the  season. 

All  contractors,  with  one  exception,  use  some  unloading  machine. 
Two  are  using  Byers  Auto  Cranes  with  clam-shell,  two  belt  conveyors,  one 
stiff-legged  derrick  with  clam-shell,  one  a  cable  and  bucket,  two  locomotive 
cranes,  and  one  is  unloading  by  hand  labor. 

Contractors,  by  study  of  the  topography  of  the  county  through  the 
use  of  grade  maps  furnished  by  our  office,  determined  that  the  hauling  of 
material  by  industrial  railway  was  the  most  practical  method  of  getting 
material  to  the  jobs.  This  is  evidenced  by  the  fact  that  seven  of  the  nine 
contractors  are  using  this  method  of  haul.  About  35  miles  of  24-inch  gauge 
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track  were  in  use  in  the  county,  and  approximately  375  dump  cars  hauled 
by  nine  locomotives;  of  these,  four  are  Davenport;  two  Koppel  direct  drive; 
two  Climax  and  one  Shay  geared  drive.  The  maximum  load  hauled  by  any 
of  these,  was  sixty  one  and  one-half  yard  cars  over  a  maximum  grade  of  two 
percent,  and  the  usual  load  was  40  of  the  same  size  cars.  The  direct  drive 
engines  hauled  a  much  less  load  than  the  others.  One  contractor  is  using 
tractor  haul  with  fair  results. 

Five  of  the  divisions  used  Koppel  cars  and  two  used  Western  dump  cars, 
both  of  one  and  one-half  yard  capacity. 

All  are  using  storage  bins  in  connection  with  unloading  devices.  All  of 
these  outfits  have  given  satisfactory  service,  though  the  stiff-legged  derrick 
and  locomotive  cranes  give  the  wider  range  of  usefulness,  being  capable  of 
unloading  into  stock  piles,  direct  into  pars,  or  into  storage  bins  as  occasion 
demands. 

The  attention  of  the  Committee  is  called  to  the  method  adopted  by  our 
engineering  department  to  watch  the  progress  of  the  work.  Weekly  charts 
of  the  work  are  prepared  by  the  division  engineers.  These  are  mailed  to 
the  office  on  Monday  of  each  week.  Copies  are  made.  One  for  each 
division  is  posted  on  the  bulletin  board  in  the  office,  and  one  of  each  is  mailed 
on  Wednesday  to  the  State  Highway  Department  at  Springfield,  so  that 
the  officials  may  be  constantly  advised  of  the  progress  of  road  work  in  the 
county.  A  blank  copy  is  presented  here.  A  weekly  blue  print  tabulation 
also  is  prepared  for  the  use  of  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  and  the 
Superintending  Engineer.

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From  time  to  time,  there  was  prepared  and  sent  to  contractors,  a  tabu¬ 
lation  showing  the  daily  average  work  done  to  date  and  the  daily  work 
necessary  to  complete  the  several  contracts  within  the  specified  time. 
Reduced  size  copies  of  the  last  of  these  two  tabulations,  accompanies  the 
report.  These  reports  show  that  a  little  over  50  miles  of  pavement  were 
placed  during  the  year,  and  that  in  addition,  28  miles  of  excavation  have 
been  made  in  preparation  for  next  year’s  work.  Of  the  mileage  completed, 
forty-three  miles  were  of  concrete  and  seven  miles  of  brick,  and  of  this 
mileage  the  State  Highway  Department  has  accepted  and  taken  over  for 
maintenance.

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Side  Loading. 

On  Divisions  3  and  8,  the  contractors  A.  D.  Thompson  Co.  and  P. 
M.  Johnston  Company,  arranged  to  use  side-loading  mixers  and  dump  the 
concrete  materials  direct  into  the  mixer  hopper.  The  method  is  satisfac¬ 
tory  from  the  standpoint  of  the  county  in  that  mixed  materials  are  dis¬ 
charged  from  the  drum  without  an  admixture  of  clay  or  loam,  which  is 
difficult  to  avoid  when  materials  are  dumped  upon  the  subgrade  and  later 
shoveled  into  the  mixer.  The  disadvantage  of  the  method  is  the  delay  due 
to  derailments  or  accident  to  unloading  outfit,  when  all  work  stops  till 
repairs  are  made,  while  with  the  older  method,  materials  may  be  stored 
on  the  subgrade  miles  ahead  of  the  mixer  and  when  accidents  occur,  the 
mixer  may  still  be  operated  on  full  capacity  while  repairs  are  made  to  the 
hauling  or  unloading  outfit.  Similarly,  when  accident  occurs  to  mixer 
outfit  with  direct  loading,  all  the  outfit  is  tied  up  again  till  repairs  are  made, 
while  with  dumping  on  subgrade,  hauling  and  unloading  outfits  continue 
work  till  the  mixer  is  repaired.  A  photograph  shows  one  of  these  mixers 
in  action  on  Division  8. 


Separation  of  Grades. 

During  the  latter  part  of  1915,  after  many  conferences  with  the  officials 
of  the  C.  &  E.  I.  Railroad  Company,  an  agreement  was  finally  signed  by  the 
railroad  company,  the  county  and  the  township  of  Ross  to  build  a  subway 
under  the  company’s  tracks  on  the  Chicago  Road  Division  4,  whereby  the 
cost  of  the  subway  was  to  be  divided  between  the  three  parties,  fifty  per 
cent  to  be  paid  by  the  railroad  company  and  twenty-five  per  cent  each  by 
the  county  and  the  township.  The  excavation  and  drainage  for  this 
subway  are  now  completed,  and  part  of  the  footings  for  abutments  placed. 
The  cost  of  this  subway  will  be  somewhat  under  $10,000.00.  This  rail¬ 
road  also  agreed  to  remove  an  abutment,  which  obstructed  the  bond  road 
southwest  of  East  Lynn,  and  to  build  a  three  span  reinforced  concrete 
overhead  highway  crossing  on  bond  road  south  of  Ellis,  without  cost  to 
the  county  or  township. 

Through  the  exercise  of  an  admirable  public  policy,  all  the  railroads 
in  the  county  have  agreed  to  pave  the  public  highway  on  bond  roads  within 
the  lines  of  their  respective  right  of  ways  with  the  same  type  of  construction 
as  the  remainder  of  the  highway. 

Photographs. 

A  few  cuts  are  presented;  showing  brick  road  under  construction, 
Division  2;  a  concrete  road  under  construction,  Division  3;  dumping  a 
train  load  of  stone,  Division  4 ;  a  side  loading  mixer  in  operation,  Division 
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8 ;  a  road  under  water ;  the  same  road  raised  above  highwater  and  paved ; 
the  standard  brick  testing  machine  in  sound  proof  booth  set  up  in  the  base¬ 
ment  of  the  Court  House;  and  a  Gabon  unloader  used  on  Division  4. 


Pole  Lines  Moved. 

The  accompanying  tabulation  shows  a  large  mileage  of  pole  lines  moved 
to  conform  with  the  requirement  of  enlarged  width  of  road.  These  lines 
have  been  moved  by  the  several  utility  companies  on  the  request  of  our 
engineers  and  without  cost  to  the  county. 

All  have  done  their  work  and  interfered  as  little  as  possible  with  our 
construction  work.

Conclusion. 

Our  office  has  been  called  upon  frequently  to  furnish  information  to 
various  county  organizations,  engineers,  and  others  who  learned  of  our 
work  through  the  engineering  press. 

It  may  be'  of  interest  to  state  that  representatives  of  engineering  or 
trade  journals  and  daily  papers,  visited  this  county  for  the  purpose  of 
gathering  information  for  articles  in  their  periodicals,  spending  from  one  to 
three  days  in  the  county  going  over  the  work  with  your  engineer  as  follows : 
Engineering  News,  New  York;  Engineering  Record,  New  York;  Cement 
Era,  Chicago;  Brick  and  Clay  Record,  Chicago;  Dependable  Highways, 
Cleveland,  Ohio;  Concrete  Roads,  Chicago;  Contractors’  Review,  Chicago; 
The  Earth  Mover,  Aurora,  Ill. ;  Orange  Judd  Farmer,  Chicago;  The  Panta- 
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graph,  Bloomington ;  Decatur  Review,  Decatur  Herald.  All  of  these  published 
one  article,  and  some  of  them  a  series  of  articles,  on  Vermilion  County  bond 
roads. 

The  inquiry  has  often  been  made  whether  the  contractors  will  finish 
within  the  contract  time ;  the  answer  is  that  they  can,  provided  they  push 
the  work  vigorously  and  that  they  do  not  have  to  contend  with  abnormal 
weather,  labor  or  other  adverse  conditions  now  unforeseen.  Divisions  4, 
5  and  8,  can  finish  well  within  the  time  limit.  Divisions  1,  3,  and  7  and  9, 
can  finish,  if  present  equipment  is  pushed  with  consistent  energy.  Divis¬ 
ions  2  and  6  will  need  additional  equipment  to  finish  on  time.  Reference 
to  tabulation  showing  work  to  be  done  during  1917,  will  convince  the  most 
skeptical  that  the^work  can  be  done  within  the  time  specified  in  the  con¬ 
tracts. 

The  press  has  been  loud  in  praise  of  our  engineering  department  and 
work.  For  whatever  measure  of  success  attained,  your  Committee  is 
entitled  to  the  major  credit  for  providing  machinery,  supplies  and  help, 
and  in  a  lesser  degree  to  the  painstaking  efforts  of  our  own  organization.

STATEMENT  OF  GOVERNOR  LOWDEN 

Made  at  Springfield,  Illinois,  December  18,  1917,  to 
Officials  of  Illinois  Highway  Improve¬ 
ment  Association. 

“I  would  like  to  say  a  word  with  reference  to 
the  war  and  its  relation  to  the  good  roads  bonds. 
Even  if  these  bonds  are  voted  next  fall  and  this 
war  is  still  on,  I  wouldn’t  think,  as  Governor  of 
this  State,  of  trying  to  market  those  bonds  immed¬ 
iately  or  of  starting  immediately  to  build  these 
roads;  and  I  don’t  think  any  one  else  would  think 
of  that.  While  this  war  is  on,  so  far  as  I  can 
see,  you  wouldn’t  get  the  labor  without  paying 
prohibitive  prices,  and  you  wouldn’t  get  the  ma¬ 
terial  without  paying  prohibitive  prices.  Any  one 
will  tell  you  that  if  we  had  to  build  these  roads 
now,  with  the  present  prices  of  road  material  and 
with  the  present  prices  of  labor,  the  $60,000,000 
wouldn’t  begin  to  build  the  roads  which  are 
planned  for. 

“But  most  of  the  economists  I  have  read  predict 
a  very  serious  business  depression  when  our  troops 
are  released  from  the  trenches  and  come  back 
home,  with  the  cessation  of  all  these  multiform 
activities  which  have  come  as  a  result  of  the  war. 
Many  men  will  be  thrown  out  of  employment  as 
a  result;  building  material  will  be  vastly  cheaper. 
You  will,  therefore,  not  only  build  the  roads  much 
cheaper  than  you  would  now,  but  you  would  also 
help  to  hold  things  steady  by  furnishing  much 
needed  employment  to  labor  that  otherwise  would 
be  idle. 

“The  time  for  public  improvements  always  is 
when  there  is  a  business  depression.  Now,  isn’t 
it  the  part  of  wisdom,  isn’t  it  the  part  of  states¬ 
manship  for  us  to  be  anticipating  those  times? 
We  don’t  have  to  negotiate  a  single  bond  if  the 
bond  market  is  not  right.  We  don’t  have  to  be¬ 
gin  to  build  a  single  mile  of  road  until  labor  and 
material  conditions  will  warrant;  hut  isn’t  it  the 
part  of  wisdom  now  to  think  how  we  are  going 
to  bridge  over  that  period  of  depression  after  the 
war?  And  how  can  we  prepare  so  well  against 
that  day  as  by  getting  ready,  when  the  end  of 
the  war  comes,  to  go  on  with  these  public  im¬ 
provements? 

“I  am  willing  to  go  upon  record  as  saying  that 
if  the  good  roads  bond  issue  is  approved  by  the 
people  next  fall,  I  shall  not  attempt  to  market  the 
bonds  nor  to  begin  this  great  work  until  the  close 
of  the  war. 

“I  wish  to  say,  however,  that  I  would  consider 
it  a  calamity  if  this  bond  issue  should  fail  to 
receive  the  approval  of  the  voters  next  November. 
In  my  judgment,  the  legislature  has  placed  before 
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the  people  an  exceptionally  well  balanced  system 
of  State  highways,  together  with  wise  and  ade¬ 
quate  provision  for  issuing  the  bonds  and  con¬ 
structing  the  roads.  If  we  fail  to  approve  of  their 
action  I  believe  it  will  be  many  years  before  we 
will  again  have  the  opportunity  of  securing  such 
a  system  of  highways  on  such  advantageous  terms 
if  at  all. 

“I  THEREFORE  URGE  YOUR  ORGANIZATION 
TO  CARRY  YOUR  CAMPAIGN  OF  INFORMA¬ 
TION  INTO  EVERY  COUNTY  AND  TOWNSHIP 
OF  THE  STATE,  AND  I  PLEDGE  TO  YOU  MY 
HEARTY  SUPPORT.  I  THINK  THAT  IN  YOUR 
CAMPAIGN  PARTICULAR  EMPHASIS  SHOULD 
BE  PLACED  UPON  THE  FACT  THAT  THE 
ENTIRE  COST  OF  THIS  SYSTEM  OF  ROADS 
WILL  BE  PAID  FROM  AUTOMOBILE  LICENSE 
FEES  WITHOUT  CALLING  FOR  A  DOLLAR  OF 
DIRECT  TAXATION  UPON  THE  LANDS  OR 
ANY  OTHER  PROPERTY  OUTSIDE  OF  MOTOR

MR.  HALL'S  ANSWERS  TO  IMPORTANT 
QUESTIONS 

Men  and  women  all  over  our  magnificent, 
century-old  Prairie  State  are  asking  about  the 
unparalleled  hard  road  system  that  Illinois  is  plan¬ 
ning  to  build.

A.  All  standard  types  of  good  durable  hard- 
surfaced  roadways  and  they  will  be  built  of  proven 
materials  and  in  a  manner  to  correspond  with  the 
best  modern  engineering  practice  in  highway  con¬ 
struction. 

Q.  When  will  the  roads  be  built? 

A.  Just  as  soon  as  the  bonds  are  voted  and 
the  war  and  business  conditions  will  justify. 

Q.  How  will  the  roads  be  paid  for? 

A.  By  and  out  of  the  license  fees  collected  from 
the  automobile  owners  of  the  State. 

Q.  Is  the  law  in  full  force  now? 

A.  No,  the  people  must  first  approve  the  law,

Q.  Who  controls  the  issuance  and  sale  of  the 
bonds? 

A.  The  Department  of  Public  Works  and  Build¬ 
ings,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Governor  of 
the  State  of  Illinois. 

Q.  Who  controls  the  beginning  of  the  work? 

A.  The  Department  of  Public  Works  and  Build¬ 
ings,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Governor  of 
the  State  of  Illinois. 

Q.  Will  the  Governor  permit  the  issue  and  sale 
of  the  bonds  or  the  commencement  of  the  work 
while  business  conditions  are  upset  by  the  war? 

A.  No.  Governor  Lowden  has  repeatedly  stated 
in  public  that  he  will  not  approve  the  sale  of  the 
bonds  nor  the  construction  of  the  roads  until  after 
the  WAR. 

Q.  Under  present  conditions,  is  it  unpatriotic 
to  work  and  vote  for  these  good  roads  bonds?

may  be  in  position  to  sell  the  bonds  and  to  build 
the  roads  immediately  after  the  war,  when  thou¬ 
sands  of  men  will  be  needing  and  hunting  work. 

Q.  Would  the  building  of  these  roads  help  the 
people  under  such  conditions? 

A.  Yes,  very  materially.  In  addition  to  furnish¬ 
ing  much  needed  employment  to  her  citizens,  the 
State  would  undoubtedly  he  able  to  buy  materials 
much  cheaper  then  than  now,  which  would  mean 
that  more  miles  of  road  could  be  built. 

Q.  Are  good  roads  needed  in  war  times? 

A.  Yes.  Good  hard  roads  prevent  and  relieve 
congested  railroad  traffic  and  promote  the  rapid 
transportation  of  men,  munitions  and  food  sup¬ 
plies  and  thereby  aid  very  materially  in  the  win¬ 
ning  of  a  war. 

Q.  Does  Governor  Lowden  think  that  we  should 
vote  for  these  bonds  at  the  coming  general  elec¬ 
tion  if  the  war  is  still  going  on? 

A.  Yes,  read  his  statement  carefully.  He  says 
that  he  would  consider  it  a  calamity  to  the  State 
if  this  bond  issue  should  fail  to  receive  the  ap¬ 
proval  of  the  voters  next  November.  The  Gov¬ 
ernor  believes  that  the  Legislature  has  placed 
before  the  people  an  exceptionally  well  balanced 
system  of  State  Highways  together  with  wise  and 
adequate  provision  for  issuing  the  bonds  and  con¬ 
structing  the  roads,  and  that  if  we  fail  to  approve 
of  this  action  of  the  Legislature  it  will  be  many 
years  before  we  shall  have  another  opportunity 
to  secure  such  a  system  of  highways  on  such  ad¬ 
vantageous  terms,  if  at  all. 

Q.  The  Governor,  then,  is  in  favor  of  making 
an  active  campaign  now  for  the  bonds? 

A.  Yes.  He  urges  the  Illinois  Highway  Im¬ 
provement  Association  to  carry  its  campaign  of 
information  into  every  county  and  towmship  of  the 
State  and  pledges  his  hearty  support  to  the  work. 

Section  3. 

Q.  If  the  voters  approve  the  law,  must  the  bonds 
be  issued  at  once ? 

A.  No.  The  bonds  are  to  be  issued  only  as  needed 
for  the  payment  of  work  actually  done. 

Q.  If  the  bonds  are  voted  in  November,  must 
we  begin  to  pay  interest  at  once? 

A.  No,  each  bond  will  bear  interest  only  from  the 
date  of  its  issuance. 

Q.  When  will  the  bonds  mature? 

A.  They  are  serial  bonds,  and  each  bond  must 
mature  within  twenty  years  from  the  date  of  its 
issuance. 
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Q.  What  interest  will  the  bonds  bear? 

A.  3x/2%,  unless  business  conditions  justify  a 
lower  or  a  higher  rate ,  but  the  rate  cannot  exceed 
4%- 

Q.  How  will  the  bonds  and  the  interest  be  paid? 

A.  Entirely  out  of  the  Motor  Vehicle  Law  Road 
Fund,  which  has  already  been  appropriated  and  set 
apart  for  this  particular  purpose. 

Q.  Where  does  the  money  in  this  Road  Fund 
come  from? 

A.  From  the  license  fees  paid  by  the  automobile 
owners  of  the  State. 

Q.  Has  Illinois  any  bonded  debt  now? 

A.  No. 

Section  4. 

Q.  How  will  payments  from  the  bond  money 
be  made? 

A.  The  State  Treasurer  will  make  payments 
from  this  fund  only  upon  warrants  drawn  by  the 
Auditor  of  Public  Accounts,  based  on  vouchers 
certified  by  the  properly  informed  official  of  the 
Department  of  Public  Works  and  Buildings  and 
audited  and  approved  by  the  Superintendent  of 
Highways  and  the  Director  of  the  Department, 
and  approved  by  the  Governor,  acting  through  the 
Department  of  Finance. 

Section  5. 

Q.  Will  the  Department  of  Public  Works  and 
Buildings  report  on  the  road  building  work? 

A.  Yes,  a  full  report  must  be  made  each  year 
to  the  Governor,  and  he  may  cause  the  books  to 
be  audited  regularly. 

Section  6. 

Q.  Does  this  road  bond  law  provide  for  a  di¬ 
rect  tax? 

A.  Yes.  Our  Constitution  requires  that  provi¬ 
sion  be  made  for  a  direct  tax  to  insure  proper 
and  complete  payments  of  all  bonded  indebted¬ 
ness,  for  the  payment  of  which  the  faith  of  the 
State  shall  be  pledged.  Tfyis  provision  for  a  direct 
tax  is  necessary  also  to  make  the  bonds  salable, 
for  buyers  want  to  know  that  the  whole  State  is 
back  of  her  obligations. 

Q.  Will  this  direct  tax  ever  be  collected? 

A.  No,  for  this  law  has  expressly  appropriated 
and  set  apart  for  the  payment  of  the  principal  of 
these  road  bonds  and  the  interest  thereon,  all  moneys 
in  the  “Road  Fund”  created  by  and  under  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  the  Motor  Vehicle  Law  and  has  further 
provided  that  no  such  direct  tax  shall  ever  be  levied 
for  any  year  in  which  a  sufficient  amount  of  money 
has  been  so  appropriated  and  set  apart. 
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Q.  Is  the  Motor  Vehicle  Law  now  in  force? 

A.  Yes,  and  it  provides  SUFFICIENT  sources 
of  revenue  to  pay  off  all  these  road  bonds  and  the 
interest. 

Q.  What  authority  is  there  for  this  last  state¬ 
ment? 

A.  Secretary  of  State  Emmerson  registered  more 
than  340,000  motor  vehicles  in  1917.  This  number  of 
machines  without  any  increase  in  the  number  of  auto¬ 
mobile  owners  would  be  more  than  sufficient,  under 
the  new  registration  rates,  to  pay  off  the  road  bonds 
and  interest. 

Q.  Are  you  sure  of  that? 

A.  Yes,  the  number  of  machines  registered  is  a 
matter  of  official  record. 

Q.  Could  the  money  in  this  road  fund  ever  be 
used  for  any  other  purpose? 

A.  No;  not  until  the  bonds  and  interest  maturing 
each  year  are  paid.  This  money  must  first  be  appro¬ 
priated  and  used  for  the  purpose  of  paying  and  dis¬ 
charging  annually  the  principal  and  interest  on  such 
bonded  indebtedness  then  due  and  payable. 

Q.  Could  not  a  future  legislature  change  the  law? 

A.  No.  After  the  people  approve  this  law,  these 
provisions  for  the  payment  of  the  bonds  and  interest 
become  IRREPEALABLE  until  the  entire  debt  and 
interest  have  been  paid  in  full. 

Q.  Will  not  the  number  of  automobile  owners 
increase? 

A.  Yes,  beyond  a  doubt.  A  very  conservative 
estimated  increase  for  the  next  seven  years,  based 
on  past  increases,  would  bring  up  the  annual  in¬ 
come  from  automobile  license  fees  to  $6,000,000. 

Q.  How  much  will  it  take  each  year,  on  an  aver- 
age,  to  pay  off  the  bonds  and  interest? 

A.  Less  than  $3,300,000. 

Q.  If  $6,000,000  per  year  comes  in  from  automo¬ 
bile  licenses,  what  will  be  done  with  the  $2,700,000 
balance? 

A.  The  Motor  Vehicle  Law  requires  such  balances 
to  be  used  for  building  and  maintaining  State  Aid 
Highways. 

Q.  How  much  license  money  will  be  paid  in  by 
automobile  owners  during  the  life  of  the  bonds,  that 
is,  in  a  25-year  period? 

A.  A  very  conservative  estimate  places  the 
amount  at  $147 ,000,000. 

Q.  Isn’t  that  more  than  the  total  cost  of  the 
bonds? 

A.  Yes,  much  more.  The  bonds  and  interest  will 
amount  to  only  about  $82,000,000. 

Q.  That  still  leaves  $65,000,000.  What  will  be 
done  with  that? 
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A.  Under  the  Motor  Vehicle  Law  such  moneys 
must  be  used  in  the  maintenance  of  State  Aid 
Highways  and  in  the  improvement  of  State  Aid 
Highways,  which  will  include  lateral  roads  con¬ 
necting  with  the  main  lines  of  the  bond  roads. 

Q.  How  can  the  Motor  Vehicle  Law  be  con¬ 
nected  with  the  Good  Roads  Bond  Law  which 
cannot  take  effect  until  it  has  been  approved  by 
the  people? 

A.  The  Motor  Vehicle  Law,  itself,  expressly 
provides  that  its  “road  fund  shall,  if  and  when 
the  State  of  Illinois  shall  incur  any  bonded  in¬ 
debtedness  for  the  construction  of  permanent 
highways,  BE  SET  ASIDE  AND  USED  for  the 
purpose  of  paying  and  discharging  annually  the 
principal  and  interest  on  such  bonded  indebtedness 
then  due  and  payable  and  FOR  NO  OTHER  PUR¬ 
POSE,”  and  that  the  yearly  surplus,  if  any,  after 
such  annual  payment  on  such  bonded  indebtedness 
has  been  made,  shall  be  used  for  building  and 
maintaining  State  Aid  Highways. 

Q.  Might  not  a  subsequent  legislature  repeal 
this  provision  before  the  road  bonds  mature? 

A.  No,  not  after  the  State  has  incurred  any 
such  indebtedness,  for  then  this  road  fund  would 
have  to  be  set  aside  and  used  exactly  as  provided 
in  the  foregoing  answer  until  all  of  the  indebted¬ 
ness  was  fully  paid. 

Q.  Do  you  mean  that  the  State  must  continue 
to  license  automobiles? 

A.  No,  but  if  any  such  license  fees  are  collected 
the  money  can  only  be  used  for  the  payment  of  the 
road  bonds  and  interest  and  for  the  improvement 
of  State  Aid  Highways. 

Q.  Is  there  any  likelihood,  then,  that  a  Legis¬ 
lature  might  change  this  Motor  Vehicle  Law? 

A.  Absolutely  none.  No  sane  legislature  would 
throw  away  such  sources  of  revenue  and  be  com¬ 
pelled  to  make  up  the  loss  by  general  taxation. 

Section  7. 

Q.  Will  the  bond  roads  be  permanent  ones? 

A.  Yes.  The  roads  must  have  durable  hard¬ 
surfaced  roadways  which  will  remain  in  GOOD 
CONDITION,  with  low  reasonable  maintenance 
cost,  until  all  of  the  bonds  have  matured. 

Q.  What  type  of  hard  surface  will  be  used? 

A.  All  standard  types,  the  particular  type  on 
each  section  to  be  determined  by  the  estimated 
traffic  and  the  available  road  material. 

Q.  How  wide  will  these  hard-surfaced  roadways 
be? 

A.  They  must  be  not  less  than  ten  feet  nor 
more  than  eighteen  feet  wide.  The  intention  is, 
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that  they  shall  meet  the  requirements  of  the 
reasonably  expected  traffic  thereon. 

Q.  Will  there  be  dirt  roads  alongside  the  hard¬ 
surfaced  roadways? 

A.  Yes,  wherever  that  is  practicable.  In  most 
places  where  single  track  hard  roads  are  con¬ 
structed  a  dirt  road  will  be  built  on  one  side  of 
the  hard  roadway. 

Q.  Who  will  determine  the  types  and  widths 
of  these  bond  roads? 

A.  The  roads  must  be  constructed  in  strict 
accordance  with  plans,  specifications,  estimates 
of  cost  and  contracts  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Works  and  Buildings,  except  that  wherever  prac¬ 
ticable  the  old  bridges,  if  in  proper  condition,  will 
be  used. 

Section  8. 

Q.  Will  the  roads  be  constructed  in  one  large 
contract? 

A.  No,  they  must  be  divided  into  convenient 
sections  for  construction  purposes. 

Q.  If  the  war  should  end  this  year ,  how  soon 
could  actual  construction  work  begin ? 

A.  Possibly  in  1919 ,  but  probably  not  before  1920, 
especially  if,  as  usually  happens,  some  dissatisfied  tax¬ 
payer  should  take  the  matter  into  court. 

Q.  Then,  even  if  we  vote  the  bonds  next  Novem¬ 
ber,  there  is  likely  to  be  some  delay? 

A.  Yes,  unavoidably  so. 

Q.  IF  THE  PEOPLE  FAIL  TO  VOTE  THE 
BONDS  THIS  YEAR,  COULD  THE  MATTER  BE 
BROUGHT  UP  AGAIN  IN  A  SHORT  TIME? 

A.  NO.  IF  THE  PEOPLE  SHOULD  FAIL  TO 
VOTE  THE  BONDS  IT  WOULD  NECESSITATE 
THE  ENACTMENT  OF  A  NEW  LAW,  BY  SOME 
SUCCEEDING  LEGISLATURE,  FOR  APPROVAL 
BY  THE  PEOPLE  AT  THE  FOLLOWING  GEN¬ 
ERAL  ELECTION.  SUCH  A  FAILURE  WOULD 
ABSOLUTELY  PREVENT  THE  BUILDING  OF 
ANY  SUCH  BOND  ROADS  BEFORE  1921,  AND 
IN  ALL  PROBABILITY  FOR  A  VERY  MUCH 
LONGER  PERIOD. 

Q.  If  we  do  vote  the  bonds  next  November,  how 
soon  will  the  roads  be  completed? 

A.  The  road  bond  law  provides  that  reasonable 
efforts  shall  be  made  to  complete  the  whole  system 
within  five  years  after  the  first  construction  contracts 
are  let. 

Q.  What  part  of  the  State  will  get  the  first  roads? 

A.  The  law  provides  that  construction  work  shall 
be  commenced  in  different  sections  of  the  State  at 
approximately  the  same  time  and  be  carried  on  con¬ 
tinuously  until  completed,  consequently  no  part  of  the 
State  will  be  discriminated  against. 
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Section  9. 

Q.  Will  the  roads  be  located  exactly  as  shown 
on  the  map? 

A.  Practically  so,  although  the  Department  of 
Public  Works  and  Buildings  may,  under  the  Law, 
make  such  minor  changes  in  the  location  of  routes 
as  may  become  necessary  in  order  to  carry  out 
the  general  plan. 

Q.  How  is  the  location  of  a  route  determined? 

A.  The  law  mentions  the  principal  cities  along 
each  route.  The  route  must  afford  these  cities 
reasonable  connections  with  each  other,  but  the 
route  taken  from  one  such  city  to  another  will  be 
determined  by  the  Department  of  Public  Works 
and  Buildings.  Where  there  are  several  possible 
routes  between  two  such  cities,  the  department 
may  possibly  cause  more  than  one  route  to  be 
surveyed  but  will  finally  build  the  road  along  the 
best  route,  as  determined  by  the  relative  cost  of 
the  different  routes,  the  number  of  people  served 
by  each  route,  and  the  safety  and  convenience  of 
the  traveling  public,  taking  into  consideration 
hills,  bridges,  sharp  turns  and  grade  crossings. 

Q.  Will  the  State  pay  for  the  building  of  the 
bond  roads  through  small  cities  and  villages? 

A.  It  has  the  right  to  do  so.  If  a  route  leads 
directly  through  a  city  or  village,  having  a  popula¬ 
tion  of  2,500  or  less,  the  State  may,  if  the  Depart¬ 
ment  deems  it  advisable,  pay  for  the  building  of 
the  road  through  such  city  or  village. 

Q.  How  many  miles  of  road  will  there  be  in 
this  State-wide  system? 

A.  Four  thousand  eight  hundred  miles,  approxi¬ 
mately.  The  law  describes  about  4,600  miles  of 
road,  but  there  will  possibly  be  some  200  miles 
more  built  through  small  villages. 

Q.  Does  this  road  system  reach  into  every 
county? 

A.  Yes.  In  many  counties  the  roads  cross  the 
county  in  two  or  more  places. 

Q.  Do  the  roads  connect  the  principal  cities 
in  the  State? 

A.  Yes.  Almost  every  city  in  the  State  with  a 
population  of  2,000  or  more  is  directly  on  or  near 
one  of  the  roads,  while  nearly  every  city  as  large 
as  10,000  has  two  or  more  of  the  roads. 

Q.  Will  this  system  of  roads  accommodate  any 
large  part  of  the  people? 

A.  Yes.  About  two-thirds  of  all  the  people  in 
the  State  live  right  along  the  roads,  while  approxi¬ 
mately  86%  of  the  people  live  along  the  roads  or 
within  five  miles  of  them. 
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Q.  What  proportion  of  the  State  traffic  will 
these  roads  take? 

A.  Approximately  one-half  of  the  traffic  of  the 
State  will  go  over  these  roads,  although  the  sys¬ 
tem  only  constitutes  about  5%  of  the  total  road 
mileage  of  the  State. 

Section  10. 

Q.  Suppose  a  county,  or  the  county  in  conjunction 
\ with  the  State,  has  already  improved  some  of  its 
State  Aid  Roads  with  a  paved  surface  and  the  State 
should  take  over  and  use  such  roads  in  this  State¬ 
wide  system,  will  such  a  county  receive  any  direct 
benefit? 

A.  Yes.  This  road  bond  law  provides  that  the 
State  shall,  in  such  cases,  where  such  State  Aid 
Roads  have  already  been  accepted  by  the  State,  pay 
back  to  the  county  the  actual  cost  to  such  county  of 
such  State  Aid  Roads. 

Q.  How  will  that  cost  be  determined ? 

A.  From  the  State's  own  records  which  show  the 
actual  cost  of  such  State  Aid  Roads. 

Q.  Will  this  be  fair  to  the  automobile  owners  who 
must  pay  for  the  State-wide  system  of  roads? 

A.  Yes,  for  if  the  county  had  not  already  built 
the  road,  the  State  would  have  had  to  spend  enough 
money  to  build  it,  instead  of  buying  the  road  ready 
made  from  the  county.  Then,  too,  this  law  requires 
the  money  so  paid  to  the  county  to  be  used  for  other 
good  hard  road  building. 

Q.  In  what  way? 

A.  The  law  requires  the  county  to  use  any  such 
money  in  one  of  two  ways.  The  county  may,  at  its 
option,  either  use  the  money  in  the  payment  of  any 
county  bonds  issued  by  such  county  and  used  to  im¬ 
prove  its  State  Aid  Roads  or  use  such  money  in  the 
improvement  of  any  one  or  more  of  its  improved  or 
unimproved  State  Aid  Roads,  by  constructing  thereon 
durable  hard-surfaced  roads,  under  the  direction  and 
to  the  satisfaction  of  the  State. 

Q.  Then,  all  of  the  money  paid  to  a  county  in  this 
way  will  go  into  permanent  roads? 

A.  Yes.  The  automobile  owners  will  get  not  only 
their  full  money's  worth  of  hard  roads,  but  also  a 
larger  mileage  of  permanent  hard  roads  in  each  such 
county. 

Section  11. 

Q.  Will  dangerous  curves  in  these  roads  be 
straightened  and  sharp  turns  made  safe? 

A.  Yes.  The  road  bond  law  gives  the  State  the 
right  to  acquire  private  property  by  purchase  or 
by  condemnation,  consequently  the  State  may  take 
any  land  necessary  to  cut  out  abrupt  turns  or  to 
relocate  a  road. 
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Q.  Could  the  State  purchase,  or  acquire  by- 
condemnation,  a  gravel  pit  or  a  stone  quarry  or  a 
plant  for  making  road  building  materials? 

A.  Yes,  upon  payment  of  just  compensation 
therefor. 


Section  12. 

Q.  Who  will  control  these  roads? 

A.  The  State  will  have  jurisdiction  and  control 
over  them,  both  during  construction  and  continu¬ 
ously  thereafter. 

Q.  WHO  WILL  MAINTAIN  THE  BOND  ISSUE 
ROADS  AFTER  THEY  ARE  COMPLETED? 

A.  THE  LAW  REQUIRES  THE  STATE  PER¬ 
PETUALLY  TO  MAINTAIN  THE  BOND  ISSUE 
ROADS  AFTER  THEY  HAVE  BEEN  CON¬ 
STRUCTED  WITHOUT  EXPENSE  TO  THE 
COUNTY. 

Q.  Who  must  maintain  these  roads  previous  to 
their  construction  with  bond  issue  funds? 

A.  The  local  highway  authorities  must  maintain 
the  roads  until  the  construction  work  is  completed. 

Q.  Will  public  utility  companies  be  permitted  to 
obstruct  the  completed  roads? 

A.  No.  No  right,  privilege  nor  franchise  in,  on 
or  along  such  roads  may  be  granted  without  the  con¬ 
sent  of  the  State. 


Section  13. 

Q.  Must  this  road  bond  law  be  voted  upon  by  the 
people? 

A.  Yes,  our  Constitution  so  requires. 

Q.  When  will  the  vote  be  taken? 

Ai  At  the  next  general  election  on  Tuesday,  the 
fifth  day  of  November,  1918. 

Q.  Will  the  question  be  on  the  regular  ballot? 

A.  No.  It  veill  be  on  a  separate  ballot,  marked 
ROAD  IMPROVEMENT  BALLOT. 

Q.  WHAT  WILL  BE  THE  GENERAL  FORM 
OF  THE  BALLOT? 

A.  THE  ROAD  BOND  QUESTION,  IN  WHICH 
WILL  BE  INCLUDED  A  BRIEF  ABSTRACT  OF 
THE  ENTIRE  LAW,  WILL  BE  PRINTED  AT 
THE  LEFT  OF  THE  BALLOT,  WHILE  AT  THE 
RIGHT,  IN  PROPER  SQUARES,  WILL  APPEAR 
THE  WORDS  “YES”  AND  “NO,”  WITH  A 
SQUARE  OPPOSITE  EACH  WORD  IN  WHICH 
TO  PLACE  A  CROSS. 

Q.  How  should  the  voter  mark  his  ballot? 

A.  Vote  “Yes”  by  placing  a  cross  in  the  square 
opposite  the  word  “Yes.”  A  cross  in  the  square 
opposite  the  word  “No,”  or  no  mark  at  all,  will 
count  as  a  vote  against  the  bonds. 

Q.  Does  that  mean  that  if  a  voter  does  not  mark 
his  ballot  at  all,  it  will  count  against  the  proposition? 

A.  Yes,  as  a  general  rule,  because  the  law  must 
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receive  a  majority  of  all  votes  cast  at  the  election  for 
members  of  the  General  Assembly. 

Q.  May  women  vote  on  this  proposition? 

A.  No.  The  Supreme  Court  has  held  that 
women  may  not  vote  on  such  a  constitutional 
referendum. 

Q.  How  will  the  election  be  carried  on? 

A.  In  the  same  manner  and  by  the  same  offi¬ 
cials,  as  near  as  may  be,  as  in  the  case  of  an 
election  of  State  officers. 

Section  14. 

Q.  When  will  public  notice  of  the  election  be 
given? 

A.  The  Secretary  of  State  must  publish  the 
law  once  each  week  for  three  months  at  least 
before  the  vote,  in  at  least  two  daily  newspapers, 
one  in  Springfield  and  one  in  Chicago. 

Section  15. 

Q.  Are  the  provisions  of  the  road  bond  law  irre- 
pealable ? 

A.  Yes.  If  the  people  vote  to  issue  the  bonds ,  the 
provisions  for  the  payment  of  the  bonds  and  of  all 
interest  thereon  become  absolutely  IRREPEALABLE 
until  such  bonds  and  interest  have  been  paid  in  full. 

Q.  Will  the  bonds ,  then,  be  a  safe  investment ? 

A.  Yes,  absolutely  safe.  The  faith  of  the  State 
of  Illinois  is  pledged  to  their  payment. 

Section  16. 

Q.  Has  this  law  been  published? 

A.  It  has  been  published  in  the  Session  Laws, 
but  not  in  the  newspapers. 

Q.  What  notice  of  the  road  bond  law  must  the 
people  receive? 

A.  The  law  makes  its  publication  in  the  Session 
Laws  and  in  two  newspapers  due  and  sufficient 
notice  to  the  people,  and  also  provides  that  if  the 
law  receives  the  required  majority  vote  the  will 
of  the  people  so  expressed  shall  not  be  defeated 
nor  set  aside  on  account  of  the  failure,  negligence 
or  carelessness  of  any  officer,  or  person,  in  the 
performance  of  his  duty,  but  the  law  shall  imme¬ 
diately  go  into  full  force  and  effect. 

Miscellaneous 

Q.  The  main  purpose  of  the  road  bond  law  is  novo 
clear,  but  are  you  sure  that  automobile  owners  will 
pay  all  the  cost  of  these  roads ? 

A.  Yes. 

Q.  Won’t  the  farmer  be  taxed  at  all  for  these 
roads ? 

A.  No. 

Q.  Won’t  he  pay  anything ? 

A.  No,  unless  he  owns  an  automobile  he  will  not 
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contribute  one  cent  to  the  roads;  if  he  does  own  a 
car  then  his  license  fee  will  simply  go  into  the  Motor 
Vehicle  Law  Road  Fund  out  of  which  the  entire  cost 
of  the  roads  is  to  be  paid , 

Q.  Is  that  true  of  other  property  owners? 

A.  Yes. 

Q.  Will  automobile  license  fees  be  increased? 

A.  Yes,  that  has  already  been  done.  Such  fees 
are  about  50%  higher  now  than  they  were  in  1917 , 
and  in  1920  they  will  be  increased  approximately  50% 
more. 

Q.  Do  not  automobile  owners  object  to  such  an 
increase? 

A.  Not  at  all,  because  they  know  that  the  money 
is  to  go  into  permanent  roads.  They  are  the  strongest 
supporters  of  this  good  roads  law. 

Q.  Why? 

A.  Because  every  automobile  owner  knoius  that 
this  proposed  hard  road  system  which  may  be  used 
at  all  seasons  of  the  year  will  save  him  much  more 
each  year  on  the  wear  and  running  cost  of  his 
machine  than  the  additional  license  fee. 

Q.  How  do  the  automobile  license  fees  of  Illi¬ 
nois  compare  with  those  of  other  states? 

A.  Only  a  few  states  have  lower  license  fees 
than  those  of  Illinois. 

Q.  Will  the  license  fees  provided  in  the  Motor 
Vehicle  Law  for  1920  he  excessive? 

A.  No.  The  license  fees  of  many  states  are 
now  equal  to  the  fees  which  will  be  charged  to 
automobile  owners  in  Illinois  in  1920;  and  the 
license  fees  in  a  number  of  states  now  exceed  the 
amounts  which  will  be  charged  in  Illinois  during 
and  after  1920. 

Q.  What  are  some  of  the  best  reasons  given 
by  automobile  owners  for  supporting  this  law? 

A.  Well,  such  a  splendid  hard  road  system  will 
mean  to  them  decreased  wear  on  tires;  saving 
of  oil  and  gasoline;  lessened  depreciation;  longer 
and  better  use  of  the  big  investment  in  machines; 
saving  of  time,  safer  traveling  and  the  avoidance 
of  all  delays  from  mud  and  storm. 

Q.  How  will  this  law  affect  laboring  people? 

A.  They  will  reap  large  benefits. 

Q.  In  what  way? 

A.  Millions  of  dollars  will  be  spent  in  the  State 
for  labor. 

Q.  Will  the  laborer  pay  any  of  the  cost  of  the 
bond  roads? 

A.  No,  not  a  cent,  unless  he  owns  an  auto¬ 
mobile. 

Q.  What  will  he  pay  then? 

A.  Nothing  but  the  license  fee  for  his  car. 

Q.  Is  this  a  partisan  law? 

A.  No,  not  in  the  slightest  degree.  It  was 
passed  by  an  almost  unanimous  vote  in  both 
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House  and  Senate.  Every  party  represented  in 
the  Illinois  Legislature  voted  for  the  big  good 
roads  bill. 

When  the  $60,000,000  bond  issue  for  a  State¬ 
wide  system  of  hard  roads  was  first  proposed, 
early  in  1915,  a  Democratic  administration  encour¬ 
aged  the  great  movement  and  now  a  Republican 
Governor  is  very  earnestly  striving  to  make  it  a 
complete  success.  Governor  Lowden  and  former 
Governor  Dunne  are  both  enthusiastic  supporters 
of  the  good  roads  cause. 

On  this  one  great  question — Republican  and 
Democrat,  Wet  and  Dry,  Catholic  and  Protestant, 
Jew  and  Gentile,  Employer  and  Employe,  Mer¬ 
chant  and  Farmer — all  agree.  The  winning  of 
this  road  bond  election  next  November  will  give 
to  Illinois: 

The  best  permanent  road  system  in  America; 
better  schools;  improved  social  conditions;  more 
attractive  farm  life;  enlarged  business;  increased 
land  values;  and  untold  prosperity. 
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$6,000,000.

Shall  an  Act  of  the  General  As¬ 
sembly  of  Illinois,  entitled,  “An  Act 
in  relation  to  the  construction  by  the 
State  of  Illinois  of  a  State-wide  sys¬ 
tem  of  durable  hard-surfaced  roads 
upon  public  highways  of  the  State 
and  the  provision  of  means  for  the 
payment  of  the  cost  thereof  by  an 
issue  of  bonds  of  the  State  of  Illi¬ 
nois, “  which,  in  substance,  provides 
for  construction  by  the  State,  acting 
through  its  Department  of  Public 
Works  and  Buildings,  subject  to  the 
Governor’s  approval,  of  a  State-wide 
system  of  hard  roads  on  routes 
described ;  for  control  and  mainte¬ 
nance,  and  for  conditional  compensa¬ 
tion  for  roads  already  paved ;  gives 
such  department  full  power  to  exe¬ 
cute  Act ;  authorizes  State  to  con¬ 
tract  a  debt  for  such  purpose  and 
to  issue  $60,000,000.00  of  serial 
bonds,  bearing  interest  annually  at 
not  to  exceed  4%  ;  appropriates  said 
sum  to  said  department ;  levies  a 
tax  sufficient  to  pay  said  interest 
annually,  as  it  shall  accrue,  and  to 
pay  off  said  bonds  within  20  years 
from  issuance,  but  provides  that  such 
payments  may  be  made  from  other 
sources  of  revenue  and  requires 
moneys  in  the  Motor  Vehicle  Law 
“Road  Fund”  to  be  first  used  for 
such  payments  and  such  direct  tax 
to  be  omitted  in  any  year  in  which 
sufficient  money  from  other  sources 
of  revenue  has  been  appropriated  to 
meet  such  payments  for  such  year ; 
provides  for  publication  and  for  sub¬ 
mission  to  the  people ;  makes  the 
provisions  for  payment  of  such  inter¬ 
est  and  bonds  irrepealable ;  and 
pledges  faith  of  State  to  the  making 
of  such  payments ;  go  into  full  force 
and  effect?
